SOME LIVES SUPPOSED LOST. 


Eight Men Taken Prisoners 
by Desperate Dons. 


Townspeople Marveled Much at 
the Yankees’ Audacity. 


Probably a Scheme of Sampson 
to Discover Mines. 


REPORTED ATTACK ON THE TOWN 


Apparently No Doubt Now Exists 
That Oervera is Bottled—Cadiz 
Fleet Said to Have  Sailed 
Westward. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ]} 

NEW YORK, June 3.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There would seem to be no 
question about the loss of the collier 
Merrimac attached to Schley’s fleet off 
Santiago. While Washington claims to 
be Without advices on the subject, it is 
not to Le wondered at, as official con- 
firmations have almost invariably fol- 
lowed receipt of newspaper advices re- 
garding vital war movements. Follow- 


‘ing the first report of the attempt to 


force the harbor of Santiago came an- 
other special from Cape Haytien to- 
night to the Journal, based on the 
report from Santiago and giving details 
of the affair. 

It seems that the American fleet, as 
before, fired the first shot against the 
forts, and the firing was kept up nearly 
four hours, but with what resn!t is not 
stated. When the bombardment had 
continued some time and the upper 
land batteries had become feeble, the 
Merrimac was sent in to try the harbor 
passages. The first line of torpedoes 
and mines were passed safely, but when 
close to the second range of mines a 
torpedo was launched at the vessel, 
presumably from the shore. This 
struck the Merrimac, and she sunk im- 
mediately and now blocks the harbor 
entrance. One officer, one engineer and 
six sailors were made prisoners. The 
casualties on the steamer are not 
known. 

While the Navy Department ai 11 
o'clock tonight claimed that nothing of 
importance had been received fro 
Schley, they admitted that the repo 
of another naval battle at Santiago was 
probably true, and that it was not im. 
possible that the collier had been sunk 
in an effort to locate the mines. They 
give these reasons for the belief: The 
Merrimac reported to have been lost, 
is a collier, and it was reported sore 
time ago that it was considered a gvod 
plan to locate mines by sending in a 
collier with a volunteer crew. Schley 
was told to capture or destroy the 
Spanish squadron. He engaged the for- 
tifications for the purpose of unmask- 
ing concealed batteries and learning the 
caliber and range of their guns. 

There seems to be no doubt that 
Schley sent a message to Sampson by 
Sigsbee asking for assistance. Samp- 
son undoubtedly reached Santiago on 
Friday. All circumstances tend to 
prove that a decisive battle was con- 
templated, and that it could have been 
arranged for after Sampson's arrival 
several days ago. The Navy Depart- 
ment Officials are discussing various 
means by which Schley cou™ force an 
entrance to Santiago Harbor fcr the 
purpose of reaching the Spanish squad- 
ron, and realizing the danger threat- 
ened by submarine mines, decided that 
a collier equipped with a _ yvvlunteer 
crew could be started at its top speed 
straight into the harbor. The result, it 
was believed, would be the firing of all 
the mines in the channel. It was con- 
ceded that the collier would te blown 
up. The scheme was regarded as he- 
roic, but an effective one to permit a 
safe entrance for battleships. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

CAPE HAYTIEN (Hayti,) June 3.— 
{By West Indian Cable, 3:15 p.m.] 
The American fleet, according to ad- 
vices received by cable from Santiago 
de Cuba, the cable being under Span- 
ish control, opened fire again at 3 
o'clock this morning (Friday) on the 


fortifications and warships. The can- 


nonade «was well sustained until 4 
o'clock a.m. 

One of the United States auxiliary 
cruisers, “well armed,” attempted to 
force the passage into the harbor. 
The Spanish allowed the cruiser to 
cross the first line of torpedoes, but 
before she arrived at the second line, 
they discharged at her a_i torpedo 
which broke a great hole in her side 
and caused her to sink almost in- 
stantly, bow first. The name of the 
vessel is not known, nor is the num- 
ber of victims reported. 

One officer, one engineer and six 
sailors were made prisoners by the 
Spaniards. 

10:25 p.m.—A @ispatch from Santiago 
says that the vessel sunk is understood 
to be the Merrimac. Only the extremi- 
ties of her fmmel and two masts are 
visible above water.

SINKING OF THE MERRIMAC. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

PORT AU PRINCE, June 3, 9:45 p.m. 
—This morning at 8 o’clock the Ameri- 
can squadrom began the bombard- 
ment of the fortifications of Santiago 
de Cuba, and a lively cannonade en- 
sued for two hours, which silenced the 
Spanish batteries. 

An American vessel, the Merrimac, 
described in the advices from Santiago 
de Cuba, as an auxiliary cruiser, mak- 
ing a dash to force the entrance, suc- 
ceeded in passing the first line of de- 
fenses, but was torpedoed about five 
hundred feet up the channel. She 
went down “perpendicular.”’ One of- 
ficer, one engineer and six seamen 
were taken prisoners. The number of 
victims is unknown. Only the funnel 
and mastheads of the sunken vessel 
can be seen. There is great excitement 
in the city. A part of the population 
assisted in the fighting on the heights. 
Everybody is astounded at the audac- 
ity of the American vessel. The Amer- 
ican squadron was cruising all 
while in the offing. 

[NOTE:—It will be noted that there 
is an important discrepancy as to the 
time wken the bombardment is said to 
have been begun this morning between 
the dispatches from Cape Haytien and 
Port au Prinoe, the former saying 3 
o'clock and the latter 8 o’clock. It is 
possible that this arises from a con- 
fusion between the figures 3 and 8. 
—Associated Press.[ . 

MERRIMAC’S CAREER. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BALTIMORE, June 3.—The Merri- 
mac was purchased by the government 
from the Lone Star Steamship Com- 
pany early in April. She was for- 
merly the Norwegian steamer Solveig, 
and was nearly destroyed by fire at 
Newport News in 1896. She was built 
at Newcastle, Eng., in 1894, was 330 
feet long, 44 feet beam, and had a net 
register of 2193 tons. The Merrimac 
left Norfolk, where she was fitted for 
government purposes, a month ago. 

FOR SPANISH CONSUMPTION. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, June 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An Evening Journal spe- 
cial from Cape Haytien, Hayti, says 
the following is a literal translation ot 
a cablegram dated Santiago de ‘Tuba, 
which went through there today to Eu- 
rope: “This morning there was heavy 
cannonading from 3 to 4 o’clock. An 
armed American transatlantic steamer 
tried to run over the first line of tor- 
pedo defenses. The Spaniards let her 
do so, but when the American ship, 
which had already got in the pass at- 
tempted to run over the second line 
of torpedoes, the Spaniards set fire to 
one of these and the American ship 
sunk right down immediately after the 
explosion of the torpedo. An officer, en 
engineer and six seamen have been 
made prisoners. The name of the 
American ship is unknown, as well as 
the number of victims who have per- 
ished.”’ 

The above cablegram was unques- 
tionably written by Spaniards for 
Spanish consumption. It is absurd to 
suppose that any “transatlantic 
steamer” would be sent by Schley or 
Sampson to attempt to run over or 
through the mines in the channel of 
Santiago Harbor. The “transatlantic 
steamer” or converted cruisers with 
Schley are enormously big ships anda 
not only draw too much water to 
make it\safe for any of them to at- 
tempt to run over submarine mines, but 
would also be too large and twmpting 
targets for the guns of the enemy. It 
such an attempt as the above cable- 
gram reports has been made by any of 
Schley’s ships, it was probably a tor- 
pedo boat or small converted yacht or 
tug. 


MADRID HEARS IT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
MADRID, June 3.—The Pais, a promi- 
nent Republican organ, says it is ru- 
mored that the United States fleet has 
made a second attack upon Santiago de 
Cuba, and that the Americans forced 
an entrance into the harbor. In Span- 
ish circles here the report is not be- 

lieved to be true. 

The Madrid newspapers maintain that 
Admiral Cervera’s fleet is sailing in the 
direction of the Philippines.

NEW YORK, June 3.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A Herald special from oft 
Santiago, June 2, via Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, June 3, says that in view of 
the Spanish admiral’s latest tactics, it 
is doubtful if there will be a naval hat- 
tle soon in this neighborhood. Since 
the brief engagement last Tuesday Cer. 
vera has withdrawn his warships fir- 
ther up the harbor, where they are of 
course out of sight of the blockading 
squadron, owing to the high hills 
which separate the opposing fleets. 
Cervera is evidently anxious to keep 
hfs vessels out of harm's way. 

When Sampson arrived yesterday 
with the New York, Oregon and May- 
flower Schley went aboard the flag- 
ship and was closeted with Sampson 
for a long time. The result of their 
deliberations is not Known, but their 
reticent manner led everyone to be- 
lieve they were somewhat hampered 
by Washington in adopting measures 
to force Cervera to fight. All officers 
and men are e@tger for battle, but all 
do not agree on the most advisable 
plan of attack. Some doubt the feasi- 
bilty of forcing an entrance into the 
harbor. Others favor incressing the 
blockading fleets with the Oregon, four 
monitors, and the Helena, Wilmington, 
Cincinnati, Montgomery, Detroit, and 
the Vesuvius, and destroying the for- 
tifications by persistent bombardment. 
This done, only the mines in the har- 
bor channel would imperil the entrance 
to the harbor, and it is thought the 
Vesuvius could in one hour clear them 
out. 

The appearance of Sampson on the 
scene was not relished by the officers of 
Schley’s squadron, who think it bad 
taste on the admiral's part to interfere 
at this juncture. Some think it would 


be graceful for Sampson to return in

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Navy 
Department has bulletined the follow- 
ing report from Commander Schley: 

“Secretary of the Navy, Washing- 
ton: Made reconnoissance this.after- 
noon, May 31, with the Massachusetts, 
Iowa and New Orleans, to develop 
fortifications, with their character. The 
fire was returned without delay by 
the heavy batteries to the east and to 
the west, large caliber, long ranges. 
The range was 7000 yards. . Reconnois- 
sance developed the presence of the 
Spanish squadron lying behind the 
island near the upper fort, ds they fired 
over the hill at random. Quite satis- 
fied the Spanish fleet is here.”

PROBLEMS FOR SOLUTION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] - 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—A brief bul- 
letin telling of Commodore Schley’s re- 
connoissance at Santiago Tuesday was 
all the information that the Navy De- 
partment had to contribute to the press 
todey. This bulletin went to confirm 
the press dispatches which told of the 
firing on the fortifications at Santiago, 
which have been so steadfastly dis- 
credited ever since the first report. It 
appears from bulletins given out that 
Commecdere Schley concentrated. 
pretty good fire upon the Spanish de- 
fenses, and it seems probable that 
had he found conditions more propiti-. 
ous than they were, he would have 
resolved the reconnoissance into an as- 
sault in force. 

The great natural strength of the 
Spanish position and the. formidable 
character of their batteries, as indi- 
cated by Commodore Schley, have con- 
firmed the naval officials in the belief 
that they have been wise not to direct 
any such reckless assault: upon the 
place in the absence of proper forces, 
as has been advocated in some quar- 
ters. The problem would be simplified 
were it known that there were no 
mines.in the channel. As it is, the 
problem presented has enlisted the 
active interest of the army engineers 
as well as of the navy officers here. 
It is the duty of the army engineers 
in this country to lay just such mines 
as are supposed to be in place in 
Santiago Harbor, and they are curious 
to see how their brothers in the navy 
prapose to go about the work of de- 
stroying them. 

It remains to be seen how Samp- 
son is going to solve this problem, 
whether by the use ofthe Vesuvius with 
her dynamite projectiles, by the aid of 
divers or by recourse to the old method 
of dragging for the mines with small 
boats, as in cable-cutting operations, 
The owners of the Holland submarine 
torpedo boat, who had proposed to go 
into Santiago Harbor and destroy the 
Spanish warships at so much a ves- 
sel,” have come forward with a re- 
quest for a practical test by the naval 
officers of their craft. 

The Navy Department was obliged 
to decline to entertain the first propo- 
sition, as it smacked of privateering, 
and was in violation of international] 
law. The principal objection was that 
the boat could not be in regular com. 
mission and in command of a naval 
officer. Besides, they contended that 
she had not thoroughly been tested, 
Now the boat’s owners propose that 
a naval officer or officers be designated 
to go down in the Holland, and that 
she be commissioned. 

Notwithstanding the rather positive 
statement coming from Jamaica to the 
effect that the second Spanish fleet 
from .Cadiz had crossed the Atlantic 
and is about to join Cervera at San- 
tiago, the officers of the Navy Depart. 
ment refuse to be frightened at what 
they declare to be a bugaboo. 

It appears that the basis of their 
confidence is a telegraphic report of 
as late date as yesterday, declaring 
that the Cadiz fleet is still at Cadis, 
Moreover, they know that there are 
not as many as sixteen ships in that 
fleet. 

Capt. Sigsbee of the auxilary criuser 
St. Paul reported at the Navy De- 
partment today and had a conference 
with Acting Secretary Allen. Messrs, 
Thrall and Jones, the two newspaper 
correspondents imprisoned at Havana 
and recently exchanged for Spanish 
officers, were also at the Navy De- 
partment during the day.

TRULY HOT SHOT, 


Terrible Destructive Force of a 
Modern Explosive Shell, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, June 3.—The following 
article by Assistant Surgeon Raymond 
Spear, on board the flagship New 
York, showing the effect of the ex- 
plosion of a l4-centimeter shell ap- 
peared today in the Medical News: 

“During the bombardment of San 
Juan de Porto Rico on May 12, the 
New York was struck once by a 14- 
centimeter shell at a distance of about 
5500 yards. The shell came over the 
stern of the ship and struck an iron 
stanchion, three inches in thickness, 
which was broken short off at the point 
of contact. The shell went on for a dis- 
tance of about fifteen feet and exploded 
in a wooden boat, which was covered 
with canvas. 

“The boat was demolished, the lighter 
planking being badly splintered and 
driven downward and forward against 
an iron steam winch. The oars in the 
boat were broken and one piece was 
driven forward along the spar deck, but 
did no damage. The canvas covering 
on the boat was torn and rent into 
shreds by the force of the explosion and 
by splinters passing through it, and 
then caught fire showing that canvas 
under such conditions will not stop 
splinters. 

“The shell itself burst into many 
pieces, varying from, the size of a pea 
to large pieces weighing about five 
pounds. The direction these fragments 
took was forwatd, downward, upward 
and to both sides, many of them going 
over the ship’s side, others passing 
through the copper ventilators and 
pipes, doing but little damage. The 
fragments that went downward and 
forward struck about the port 8-inch 
waist gun, where there were twelve 
men standing. killing one man and in- 
juring several others. The man killed, 
Widemark, was struck by a piece of 
shell about two inches square by one 
inch thick. It entered the left side of 
his neck near the angle of the jaw, 
severed’ the blood vessels, passed up- 
ward and backward to his brain, prob- 
ably injuring the medula, and lodged 
under the skin just beneath the cecipital 
branch. The man fell forward losing 
consciousness immediately. His respi- 
ration ceased as soon as he was struck, 
but his heart continued to beat feebly 
for about five minutes, when all signs 
of life disappeared.’ 

“Another fragment of the shell, of 
about the same size, struck a man 
named Fettman on the anterior sur- 
face of,the left thigh, about three 
inches above the knee and went through 
the limb, taking a backward and down- 
ward course. The femur was shattered 


into numerous fragments and the mus- 
cles were torn considerably fn the track 
of the wound. : 

“The leg was operated on and a por-. 
tion of the femur resected, the splinters | 
and crumbs of bone were removed, the 
fragments were trimmed off and wired.

“There were several other minor in-, 
juries.

One man felt 
something hot on his breast and on in- | 
vestigation, found a small piece of shel! 
that had burned its way through his 
clothing and reached his skin. The‘ 
fragments of the shell were all hot, as_ 
was shown by burnt wood and canvass. |

the clothing was scorched. 

“The shell receives a great deal of 
heat from the friction it incurs in leav- 
ing the gun; some of this heat is lost 
through radiation in its flight through 
the air, more heat is developed on the 
impact of the shell and still more en- 
ergy takes the form of heat when the 
missile explodes, making the fragments 
hot enough to set fire to wood. All of 
the wounds made by the pieces of the 
shell were aseptic, but they all were 
sluggish in healing, due to the lowered 
vitality and burning of the injured 
parts.” 


PRESIDENT’S MANY CALLERS. 


Most of Them Come to Urge Army 
Appointments. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, June 3.—President 
McKinley found a host of visitors 
from the two houses of Congress when 
he took up the work of the day. 
Many found it impossible to wait to 

see him personally. 

#enator Batee and Representatives 
McMillan and Moon of Tennessee, 
with Gov. Taylor of Tennessee, had a 
conference with the President regard- 
ing the additional Tennessee troops. 
The delegation preferred a request that 
the additional allotment of two regi- 
ments from Tennessee under the sec- 
ond call for volunteers should be over 
and above the number that will be re- 
quired to “fill up” the old regiments 
under the first call. The President 
said it would be necessary for Tennes- 
see to make up the deficiency in num- 
bers of the old regiments, but led the 
delegation to believe that they might 
still get two full regiments outside of 
those required for making the full 
quota for the old organization. 

Senator Fairbank and Representa- , 
tives Landis and Heminway of In- 
diana, accompanied by Col. Wingate 
of Crawfordsville, Ind., and Ross Haw- 
kins of Indianapolis, formally urged 
on the President the appointment of | 
Gen. Lew Wallace as a major-general 
of. volunteers. President McKinley 
told them he had Gen. Wallace’s name 
under consideration for a major-gen- 
eralship and might yet appoint him, 
but did not commit himself. 

The numerous visitors who made 
inquiries of the President as to the 
war situation were again disappointed 
this morning at the lack of advices 
from the front. For two hours during 


the morning, up to 11 o'clock, when 
the convening of the Cabinet pre- 
cluded further personal interviews, 


there was a continual stream of callers 
at the White House. Almost all of 
them sought war appointments for 
friends or constituents. 

Representative Robbins of Pennsyl- 
vania, who has recently received a 
commission in the army to go with 
the Pennsylvania troops, was with 
the President a little while. He will 
be assigned to duty at CHickamauga 
and eventually expects that he will 
be ordered to join the forces of in- 
vasion for Cuba or Porto Rico. Up 
to 11 o'clock the President has rebeived 
no dispatches giving news of the war. 


HAWATIAN ANNEXATION,

WASHINGTON, June 3.—President

THE LARGEST FLAG, 


Will Wave Over Moro Castle When 
Blanco Surrenders Havana, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, June 3.—The Stars and 
Stripes, in the shape of the largest 
flag in the world, will float over Moro 
Castle, Havana, when Blanco surren- 
ders. The immense flag designed for 
this duty is already prepared and may 
be seen draped at the front of an 
empty store room at No. 147 Fulton 
street. A patriotic Wall-street man 
has had the’ great flag made. It 
measures 120 feet in length and 48 feet 
four inches in width, and it is be- 
lieved that it breaks the record for 
size. It is so big that special bunting 
was made for it in Boston. The bunt- 
ing measures 42 inches across in the 
rough. Made up in the flag, allowing 
fcr seams, each stripe measures forty 
inches. It took a full piece of forty 
yards for each stripe, except where 

they run into the jack. 

The jack measures forty feet in 
length, and covers the space of seven 
stripes. The stars are not very 
large. From point to point each star 
measures fourteen inches. They are 
arranged in alternating rows of seven 
and eight, according to the army regu- 
lations. The flag will cost $290. Big 
as it is, it can be packed in a large 
traveling trunk, and will not weigh 
more than 200 or 250 pounds. 


REASSURES THE POPULACE,

Englishmen were the hosts, while 
resident Americans were the guesis. 
Political, business and literary circles 
were well represented, but the purpose” 
of making the affair spontaneous and 
a wholly unofficial celebration excluded 
the embassy. American and British 
flags were draped over the tables . 
Among the banqueters were the Ear! 
of Carlisle, Viscount Powercourt, Sir 
Norman Leroy, Sir Frederick Pollock, 
Sir Richard Temple. Lord Beresford, 
the Dean of Hereford, the Rev. New- 
man Hall, Hiram Maxim and George

Literature and journalism were pre- 
sented by Sir John Robinson, manager 
of the Daily News; Alfred Harms- 
worth, proprietor of the’Daily Mail and 
the Evening News; Edmund Stead, 
editor of the Review of Reviews; Sir 
Walter Brant, Anthony Hope, Dr. Co- 
nan Doyle and Miss Beatrice Harra- 
den. 

Lord Bernard Coleridge presided. In 
proposing the health of President Mc- 
Kinley, he said: ‘‘Where can the whole 
world show such a line of rulers of men 
as have been the free choice of the 
American people.”

CAMARA WORKING HARD. 


TRYING TO PREPARE HIS CADIZ 
FLEET FOR SERVICE. 


A Pointer That His Fleet is not Go- 
ing to the Philippines—The Town 
Well Fortified—The Rapido and 
Patriola. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIVES.] 

NEW YORK, June 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] A Herald special from 
Cadiz, dated last Monday, reports the 
first authentic news from that point 
for a long time. It reports Admiral 
Camara working hard personally, ut- 
tending to all arrangements to complete 
readiness. His fleet would not, how- 
ever, be ready for a few days, but would 
be off at any instant once the ships are 
in perfect shape. It seems certain 
that this squadron is not intending to 
go to the Philippines. This is indi- 
cated by the fact that the ordinary 
cloth uniforms have been distributed 
to the troops at Cadiz, while for ser- 
vice in the Philippines striped blue 
and white calico unifurms are always 
used. The second squadron evidently 
intended to repeat the previous tactics 
adopted with such success by Cervera, 
and would sail for “destination un 
knownl.” 

There is quite a_ traffic of English 
steamers between Cadiz and Swansea 
and Cardiff. They arrive daily, bring- 
ing coal from these points as fast as 
they unload. Theyxgo out with little 
or no cargo, empty wine barrels, etc., 
forming the bulk of what they take 
away, and returning with more coal. 
The town is well fortified. Food is 
becoming appreciably dearer. Even 
the price of fish has gone up. Bedding 
is being shipped on transports. 

The Princesa de Asturias, which is 
still in the dockyard here, seems to be 
a failure. She is the despair of her 
engineers, and certainly does not look 
as though she would be _ ready for 
weeks, even if ever completed. The 
Rapido, formerly the Normannia, left 
her dock Monday, transformed into a 
cruiser. 

North German Lloyd line steamer 
Havel arrived last Saturday, but there 
was some hitch. She was flying the 
German colors, according to one opin- 
ion “until she was paid for.” Others 
state that the Rapido and Patriola, for- 
merly the Columbia, have hardly 
proved satisfactory in their transfor- 
mation, as their sides ¢#ave been found 
so weak that they required almost as 
much strengthening as to build new 
shells. The Havel, however, finally 
lowered the German colors and went 
into dock Monday. 

GOING TO SEA.

NEW YORK, June 4.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the Sun from 
Mobile, Ala., says at an early hour 
tomorrow morning the .first movement 
of troops will be made from there. 
Transports will leave before daybreak, 
and should be out to sea by 7 or 8 
o’clock. As yet no definite idea as to 
the destination of these troops is had 
by anyone.

A special to the World 
forwarded privately from Madrid across 
the frontier, says great pressure is 
being put upon the government by 
the press to send to Manila either 
Cervera’s squadron or the reserve fleet 
from Cadiz. Eight thousand men ana 
six batteries could be emibarked within 
twenty-four hours at ports in the 
south of Spain. But the government 
hestitates to send an expedition so 
late, when the American reinforcements 
from California are likely to forestall 
any Spanish relief. The government 
expects that events in and about Cube 
will soon give a decisive turn to the 
course of the war.

A special to the Sun from 
Berlin says that German firms in 
Manila report that plain provisions 
reach the town from the interior in 
great abundance, and that no diffi- 
culty in keeping up a supply in the 
future is expected. In fact, as’ con- 
cerns the population of Manila and 
environs, the American fleet might lie 
before the city for years, and it would 
make but little difference in the con-

There is also little noticeable of the 
so-called rebellion in the interior, which 
is easily kept in check by the Spanish 
army. French, German, British and 
other foreign residents of the Philip- 
pines,. have petitioned their govern- 
ments through their Consuls, to inter- 
vene in their interests.

TO THE PHILIPPINES. 


THE SECOND EXPEDITION WILL 
LEAVE ABOUT TUESDAY. 


Exact Date is not Known for the 
Reason That the Transports 
are not Ready. 


SUPPLIES ARE STILL LACKING. 


TROOPS TO MAKE THE TRIP HAVE 
BEEN DESIGNATED. 


Chickamauga Park’s Populaton on 
the Increase—Gen. Miles Issues 
a Monitory Order—No 
More Cavalry. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—The sec- 
ond expedition to the Philippines will 
probably get away from this city by 
next Tuesday or Wednesday, but it 
will not reach the proportions at first 
anticipated, owing to the fact that the 
five vessels which were to have made 
up the little fleet of transports are not 
ready, nor will any of them be ready 
by the time stated, unless the gov- 
ernment hurries the supplies which 
have been decided upon to make up 
the cargoes of the vessels. 

So far no supplies of any kind have 
been placed on board the China, the 
Zealandia, or the Colon, and the work 
of fitting up the bunks for the sol- 
diers is’ progressing im a very slipshod 
manner, but this will not keep the 
vessels back, once “hurry up” orders 
are issued by the department. 

The lack of supplies is the main 
reason for the delay of the departure 
of the vessels. Had ammunition and 
stores been received here in sufficient 
quantities, the vessels could easily 
have Jeft here early this week. 

It is impossible for the Centennial, 
which arrived from Seattle today, or 
the Ohio, which is due from that city 
tonight, to get ready in time to start 
with the second expedition. The own- 
ers of the Centennial have received no 
word from the government as to what 
disposition is to be made of their ves- 
sel, and she is anchored in the stream 
awaiting orders. The Ohio is_ fully 
loaded with coal, and so much time 
will be saved in this respect. 

The steamer San Blas, which ar- 
rived from South American ports yes- 
terday, was today inspected by the 
government officials, and it is generally 
understood that the City of Para, 
which will arrive here early next week 
from the South, will also be inspected, 
and that these two vessels, with the 
Ohio and Centennial, will compose the 


+ third fleet of transports to be sent to 


Admiral Dewey. 

The government is still considering 
the purchase of the steamer Morgan 
City, which is capable of carrying 800 
men. The vessel can be made ready 
for sea in twenty-four hours, provid- 
ing she is provisioned by the govern-" 
ment without delay. | 

An order was issued today from 
Gen. Merritt's headquarters designat- 
ing the full companies of the Eight- 
eenth and Twenty-third regiments of 
United States Infantry as part of the 
second expedition. So far as known, 
the troops to go besides these regulars 
will be the First Pennsylvania, First 
Colorado, Seventh California, four bat- 
teries of the Third United States Ar- 
tillery and four troops of the Fourth 
United States Cavalry. It is probable 
that one of the Minnesota regiments 
will also be designated for the next 
expedition. 

The Colorado troops are the best- 
equipped in camp, and are almost sure 
to go, even if no other volunteers are 
called off to join the expedition. The 
men from Minnesota and Pennsylvania 
are also very well equipped, though 
not quite as thoroughly as the men 
from Colorado, and it is reasonable to 
assert that they, too, will receive or- 
ders to prepare to join the expedition. 

The Colorado and Pennsylvania vol- 
unteers were inspected today by Gen. 
Otis. The men appeared in heavy 
marching order, and were put through 
the usual military maneuvers. Gen. 
Otis expressed himself as much pleased 
with the appearance and operations of 
the men. 

Camp Merritt will receive no further 
additions of troops until about this 
time next week, when 2900 men will ar- 
rive from Tennessee, and another regi- 


» ment is expected to reach here from 


Iowa about the same time. 

The monitor Monterey arrived from 
Mare Island this evening. She is ready 
to depart for Manila, but will hardly 
get away before Saturday or Sunday, 
as she will wait for the collier Brutus, 
which is to accompany her and which 
will not leave the island until tomor- 
row. The Brutus will stay by the 
Monterey all the way, and in case 
of emergency will take the monitor in 
tow. 

The citizens of Idaho have sub- 
scribed $850 to be used for the pur- 
chasing of instruments for an Idaho 
volunteer band, and within a few days 
the Idaho boys will have a full-fledged 
military band. 


NO CAVALRY NEED APPLY.

Battle Exerciges Gone Through. 
Number of Troops to Increase. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL MILI- 
TARY PARK, June 3.—A two-days’ re- 
view and *hspéction of the First Di- 
vision of the Third Army Corps was 
begun at 8 o’clock this morning. Gen. 
Fred Grant was in command of the divi- 
sion, and 9000 men were in line. The 
inspection was conducted Py Gen. 
Breckinridge and Col. John Jacob Astor. 

The men showed at their best in the 
exercises this morning. In addition to 
the review, a number of battle exer- 
cises were gone through, and some dif- 
ficult maneuvers were executed. Both 
Gen. Breckinridge and Col. Astor ex- 
press themselves as pleased with the 
showing made. The inspection will be 
continued tomorrow. 

The seemingly well-founded report 
that Chickamauga is to be the camping 
ground for 25,000 volunteers during the 
summer has set the whole army to talk- 
ing. The officials refuse to discuss the 
report. Gen. Brooke is now spending 
much time seeking additional avail- 
able camping grounds, and it is be- 
lieved that he has been notified that the 
number of his men will be doubled. 
Many excellent locations are being of- 
fered, and there would be no trouble in 
accommodating 100,000 men if this num- 
ber should be sent. There are now 4l,- 
000 soldiers at the park, and this num- 
ber will be largely increased during th 
next few days. . 

The hospital of the First Division, 
First Army Corps, has sixty patients, 
of which twenty are ill with measles. 
The men are isolated. 

Dr. Thomas C. Clark has been ap- 
pointed to have charge of the hospital 
of the Second Division of the First 
Corps. Dr. Clark was taken from the 
Twelfth Minnesota. 

Pnuemonia is prevalent in the army 
to a considerable extent, but none of 
the cases are believed to be dangerous. 

An order has been issued from corps 
headquarters directing the division 
commanders to instruct the brigade 
commanders to appoint: an oticer in 
each regiment to act as judge-advocate 
and try all offenses which do not come 
under the death penalty. 

Col. J. S. Culver, commanding the 
Fifth Illinois Volunteer Infantry Regi- 
ment, has been named by Division 
Commander Gen. Wilson to con:mand 
the First Brigade of the First Divi- 
sion, First Army Corps, succeeding 
Col. Hunt of the First Ohio, who has 
gone to Tampa. The appointment is ef- 
fective at once. Col. Culver is now in 
charge of the brigade. 

The board of army horse buyers re- 
turned last night from their tour of 
Middle Tennessee and Kentucky. Dur- 
ing this trip they purchased and sent 
to the park 450 horses and fifty mules. 

It is announced from head quarters 
that within the next few duys a 
sprinkling system will ve established 
in the park. The dust nuisance has be- 
come so great that it mus of neces- 
sity be abated. Many of the men have 
been made ill by the clouds of dust in 
the air. The work of paying the «hio 
volunteers was completed tast night. 
The amount paid was $125,000. 


MEMORIAL-DAY ORDER. 


Gen. Miles Calls Upon the Army to 
Be Dutiful.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—An order 
by Maj.-Gen. Miles, commanding the 
army, urging upon officers and pri- 
vates that the faithful observance of 
the laws and regulations of the mili- 
tary branch is essential to the honor 
and efficiency of the army, was made 
public today. It bears date of Memo- 
rial day, May 30. The order is as fol- 
rafter a prolonged period of peace, 
our army is once more called upon to 
engage in war in the cause of justice 
and humanity. To bring the military 
forces to the highest state of efficiency 
and most speedily accomplish what is 
expected, should Be the earnest effort 
and call for the best energies of all 
its members, of whatsoever station. 
The laws and regulations which gov- 


ps. to » Manila, «bodies in ~civilized -eeun- 


tries have been developed to their 


present perfection through the expe- 
rience of hundreds of years, and the 
faithful observance of those laws and 
regulations is essential to the honor 
and efficiency of the army. 

“All authority should be exercised 
with firmness and equity on the part 
of superiors, and should be respected 
by implicit obedience and loyal sup- 
port from subordinates. Every officer 
of. whatever grade ‘vill, so far as may 
be in his power, guard and preserve 
the health and welfare of those under 
his charge. He must labor diligently

crowned with success. This order is 
given upon a day sacred to the memory 
of the heroic dead, whose services and 
sacrifices afford us example and in- 
Spiration, and it is expected that all 
will be fully impressed with the sacred 
duty imposed upon the army by the 
government of our beloved country.”’

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CAMP ALGER. 


ITS NEARNESS CREATES LITTLE 
EXCITEMENT AT WASHINGTON, 


Unevenness in Equipment of the 
Troops—Good Food Supplied by 
the Government — Discipline of 
the Camp is Still Rather Lax. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Curiously 
enough, Washington has been the least 
excited place in the country since the 
war began. Visitors from all parts of 
the Union have come here and have ex- 
pressed their wonder at the quietness 
of the city, so different from what 
they had expected. There are rarely 
more than a hundred or so people 
around the bulletin boards. 

During the days when war was im- 
pending, Washington was a little ex- 
cited, especially in the circles of the 
government officials and the newspaper 
correspondents, but since then it has 
subsided wonderfully. 

Even now, when Washington has a 
military camp a few miles away, within 
easy distance by trolley and stages, it 
is not particularly worked up. Besides 
people who have business at the camp, 
there are scarcely more than a score of 
visitors there on week days. Even on 
Sundays and on the day of the great 
review by the President the crowd was 
small. 

Yet Camp Alger is well worth a visit. 
There are now in it one entire army 
division and four unattached regiments, 
which will soon be combined into other 
brigades and divisions, the whole form- 
ing the Second Army Corps. Other 
troops are coming from all over the 
land, and within a week more there will 
be over 25,000 soldiers here in camp. 
The whole body constitutes the Second 
Army Corps, and is commanded by Gen. 
W. E. Graham, who so long had charge 
at the Presidio st San Francisco. 

The First Division is technically un- 
der command of Gen. Guenther, but 
as he has been laid up with rheuma- 
tism and malaria ever since it was 
constituted, and no other brigadiers 
have been assigned to the camp, the 
ranking colonels of the various brigades 
act as division and brigade comman- 
ders. 

The First Division consists of three 
brigades, as follows: First Brigade, 
consisting of the First New Jersey, 
Seventh Ohio and Sixty-fifth New 
York: Seconda Brigade, consisting of 
the Sixth Illinois, Sixth Massachusetts 
and Eighth Ohio; Third Brigade, con- 
sisting of the Thirteenth, Twelfth and 
Eighth Pennsylvania. Col, Campbell 
of the First New Jersey acts as division 
commander in Gen Guenther’s place; 
Col. Campbell of the Eighth Ohio acts 
as commander of the First Brigade: 
Col. Foster of the Sixth Illinois is 
brigadier of the Second Brigade, and 
Col. Coursen of the Thirteenth Penn- 
sylvania commands the Third Brig- 
ade. 

Then there is the One Hundred and 
Fifty-ninth Indiana, commanded by 
Col. Carnett, who, by the way, has 
been drawing a pension for years for 
total disability, but recovered enough 
to surrender his pension and come to 
the war again, when the country 
needed “him; the Sixth Pennsylvania 
commanded by Col. Scholl, and the 
Fourth Missouri, under Col. Colby; the 
First Rhode Island, under Col. Me- 
Cook, and the Twenty-second Kansas. 

The usual rule of brigading troops 
of different States together, has been 
set aside at Camp Alger and three 
Pennsylvania regiments have been put 
in the same brigade. It is possible 
that this may be changed, however. 

There are still troops to arrive from 
Massachusetts, Kentucky, Tennessee 
Michigan, Missouri, Virginia and other 
States. 

These troops are equipped in vy 
different degrees. Thus 
chusetts and Rhode Island boys are 
fitted with everything they need, while 
Missouri and Kansas have almost 
nothing. The Eighth Ohio is pretty 
well supplied, while the Seventh Ohio 
has not even one rifle. This was be- 
cause their weapons and equipments 
were all taken away from them to fit 
out the regiments going to Chicka- 
mauga, which were supposed to he 
about to be sent to the front. Other 
States were poorly supplied to begin 
with, and were further stripped to 
help out their comrades. 

The health of the camp is excellent. 
Certain regiments, like the Sixth fi- 
linois. were so badly treated at home 
that they arrived half sick and unpro- 
vided with hospital stores and neces- 
sities, but even these are pretty well 
recovered by now. 

There has been a great deal of com- 
plaint abput the water supply. most 
of it altogether without foundation. 
After the boys have heen in Cuba for 
a while they will long for as good 
and plentiful a supply as they had 
here, even from the first. In any case, 
wells have now been sunk, and there 
is no longer the least lack of water. 
Some of the boys are also kicking 
about their food. but it is hard to see 
on what grounds. Thev have eweet 
fresh haker’s bread, rood coffee, fresh 
heef at least once a dav. excellent salt 
nork and “plenty of beans. Such a 
feast would have made the troops in 
the last war stand on their heads with 
joy, and will make the present army 
do so after it has been out for a lit- 
tle while. 

The discipline of the camp is still 
rather lax. The officers do not want 
to he hard on their men, and everybody 
feels a little new and strange as yet. 
All seem willire to learr. and soon 
Camp Alger will be as well governed 
acamp in the country.

Naming of the Monterey. 
HE story of the naming of the big 
coast defense monitor Monterey, 
that is on guard now at San Fran- 
cisco, has never been told in print. 


When preparations for her launching 
were being made at San Francisco 
Irving M. Scott, general manager of 
the Union Iron Works, was at Wash- 
ington, and a number of Californians | 
wired him to use his influence with | 
Benjamin F. Tracy, then Secretary of 7 
the. Navy, to have the ship named for | 
some California town, and Scott hit | 
upon Monterey as @ mame that ap- | 
pealed to him as appropriate, and the | 
request was accordingly preferred. 
“I'll see what I can do,” said the 
amiable Secretary, and, ringing a bell, 
he summoned the head of tne War De- 
partment having the matter in charge. 
When the matter was explained, the 
chief of the bureau replied: 
“But you know, Mr. Secretary, the 
rules require that ships of that class | 
shall be named in honor of some naval | 
battle in which the Americans have | 
participated. So far as I know, there 
has never been a battle of Monterey.” | 
This rule has been changed since, 
but Mr. Scott, seeing the corner he was 


in as the matter stood, retorted — 
promptly: 
“Yes, it is true that there has never | 


been a battle at Monterey, but let me 
tell you a story. In 1846, when we 
were having our little unpleasantness 
with Mexico, an American man-of-war 
was lying in the harbor of Mazatlan. 
Near him lay an Englishman, who had 
an uncomfortable way of keeping her 
guns pointed in the direction of the 
American. Now, that Yankee skipper, 
who was typical of his class, got it into 
his head to raise his flag at Monterey. 
Cal.. which was the capital of that 
territory, and it so happened that the 
Englishman got the same notion just 
about the same time. The Yankee sus- 
pected something of the kind, and made 
up his mind not to be outwitted. 
“Late that afternoon he sent a lot of 
his men ashore and when the boats re- 
turned to the ship without them the 
Britisher made up his mind that they 
would net be back until the following 
day. Satisfied with his conclusion, he | 
sat down to wait. Fut the Yankee 
was a hustler, as Yankee sailors al- | 
ways are. The night was as dark as! 
a stack of black cats, and along about | 
10 o'clock the American boats with 
mufflled oars rowed the crew back to/| 
the ship and in the inky darkness that 
Yankee skipper slipped his cables and | 
warped his ship cut of the harbor 
without the fact even being suspected 
by the Englishman.

Sampson Joins Schley and Will 
Make an Active Campaign.

OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 3. 
—By the Associated Press Dispatch 
boat Wanda, via Kingston, Jamaica, 
June 3.—Rear Admiral Sampson with 
the United States cruiser New York, 
his flagship, accompanied by the battle- 
ship Oregon, cruiser Mayflower and 
the torpedo boat Porter, joined Com- 
modore Schley’s squadron off Santiago 
Wednesday morning, and their com- 

bined commands have the Spanish fleet 
securely locked in the harbor. 

Admiral Sampson left the heavy 

monitors and light gunboats off Car- 
denas Monday morning, all danger of 
the appearance of the Spanish from the 
eastward having been removed with 
the definite information that Commo- 
dore Schley had hunted them to their 
hole; and under command of Commo- 
dore Watson, the monitors and gun- 
boats returned to reinforce the block- 
ade on the north coast of Cuba. 

Admiral Sampson did not assume 
command and amalgamate the squad- 
rons on his arrival. Each squadron 
retains its separate entity, and Commo- 
dore Schiey has his single-starred 
pennant on the Brooklyn. The Ameri- 
can fleet off Santiago now numbers 
twelve fighting ships, two colliers and 
a cablu-cutting ship. Neither the Sol- 
ace, the hospital ship, nor the Red 
Cross ship, State of Texas, which the 
Associated Press dispatch boat Daunt- 
less passed on her way here, has yet 
put in an appearance. The fighting 
ships include the New York, Brooklyn, 
Iowa, Oregon, Massachusetts, Texas, 
New Orleans, Marblehead, “Dolphin, 
Mayflower and Vixen, and the torpedo 
boat Porter. 

There is every indication that active 
preparations will begin at once. The 
last cable which binds Cuba to Madrid 
and the outside world was cut today. 
Pending the execution of Admiral! 
Sampson's plan of campaign, our ships 
form a cordon about the entrance of 
Santiago Harbor to prevent the pos- 
sible egress of the Spaniards.

| Plans of the Adjutant-Generals

WASHINGTON. June 3.—|Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.| The reports that 
Cervera sailed for the Fhilippincs 
instead of Cuba, and that the Cadiz 
fleet is now on its way to the Orient 
have had no effect upon the naval 
admicistration. Arrangements for 
forwarding troops with a light con- 
voy only, and for sending over the 
Pacific two big monitors, continue. 

The plans for towing the Monad- 
nock developed today, when the De- 
partment of Equipment purchased 
the big steamer Whitgift. The ves- 
sel is three years old and can carry 
4200 tons of fuel at a good rate of. 
speed. It is calculated the tow wil 
move at nine or ten knots, There 
will be frequent stops for coal, and 
the monitor will be kept well filled 
so there will be no danger of attack 
finding her unprepared. 

The detail of troops for the Ma- 
nilla expedition was completed to- 
day when the Adjutant-General’s 
office sent orders to the Governors 
of lowa and Tennessee to prepare 
two regiments, not yet forwarded to 
the concentration camp, for service 
in the South Pacific. The F ifty- 
first lowa and the Tenth Tennessec 
had not been sent forward prior to 
the second call, and consequently 
were kept in mustering camps vu aotil 
recruited up to the full war strength 
of 1280 men. Both regiments are 
well equipped. and are ready to go 
forward before the close of the pres- 
ent week. 

The Governors were asked yester’ 

day, in conjunction with the Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky executives 
whether they have regiments ready 
for this service. They replied first, 
and after the two regiments named 
had been given the assignment, 
Gen. Merritt notified the department 
that when the regiments already as- 
signed to him were recruited to 
their full strength, he would have a 
sufficient number of men for his 
purposes. 
y Recruiting offices have been 
opened in the States from which the 
various regiments assigned to Gen, 
Merritt's command were drawn, and 
as soon as enough men are mus- 
tered in to increase the organization 
to war strength, they will be for- 
warded to the Pacific Coast, and put 
into instruction camps at San Fran- 
Cisco. 

It has been decided to strengthen 
the force of regulars destined for 
the campaign in the Orient by a de- 
tail of two light batteries of the Sixth 
Artillery.

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) June 3.—The 
mines in the narrow, tortuous channel 
and the elevation of the fort's batter- 
ies, Which must increase the effective- 
ness of the enemy, and at the same 
time decrease that of our own, rein- 
forced by the guns of the Spanish fleet 
inside make the harbor, it now appears, 
almost impregnable. Unless the en- 
trance is counter-mined, it would be 
folly to force its passage with our 
ships.

Capt. Sigsbee Reaches New York 
and Talks—bnt Discreetly.

After visiting Commodore Bunce at 
the navy yard, Capt. Sigsbee relaxed 
from his reserve sufficiently to say toa 
reporter: “I had target practice right 
olong from the first. day I arrived at 
Santiago, on May 22, and while none 
of my men have been in the service long 
| am well satisfied with their work at 
the guns. We have not been in any 
ficht so far, but my men will give a 
good account of themselves. 

“It was the 26th that we captured the 
liestormel. I knew that the Spaniards 
needed coal badly and I made every ef- 
fort to see that they did not get it. 
While off Santiago with Schley, I saw 
two more Spanish cruisers, and Schley 
saw two torpedo boats. There is no 
question that they are bottled up as 
ticht as can be in Santiago Harbor. I 
went in so close that I made sketches 
of their fortifications, which I am send- 
ing to Washington. 

“Their guns could easily have reached 
me, but the Watteries made no attempt 
to fire, for what reason I do not know. 
It may be the Spaniards did not want 
to reveal the strength and location of 
their guns. I am going to Washington 
with dispatches from the fleet, and as 
soon as we have coaled and provisioned 
we shall all put to sea again. This 
probably will not be for three or four 
days. 

“As soon as I arrived outside the har- 
bor of Santiago there were indications 
of the presence of Cervera’s fleet on the 
inside, beyond the hills. I hugged the 
mouth of the harbor so closely that it 
would have been impossible for any- 
thing afloat to sneak out without our 
seeing them, 

“It was on the third or fourth day 
after our arrival that I saw two Span- 
ish vessels which I was sure were the 
Vizcaya and the Cristobal Colon. They 
crept cautiously into the stream and 
got to the middle of the channel. As 
soon as they caught sight of me they 
scampered back as rapidly as they 
could steam, 

“As soon as we arrived off the har- 
bor I announced my presence by the 
courtesy of a salute, taking as a target 
one of the Spanish forts. The fort evi- 
dently did not intend to accord me the 
courtesy due in return, for its guns re- 
mained silent. When I was satisfied 
with the practice my men had had, I 
steamed the St. Paul out of range and 
resumed scout duty outside the mouth 
of the harbor. 
“It was directly under the guns of a 
fort and within easy range that I took 
the Restormel, with 2400 tons of coal 
aboard. This coal was evidently in- 
tended for the Spanish fleet, and for 
the Restormel to run the blockade and 
enter Santiazo Harbor would of itself 
have been good evidence that the Span- 
ish were there. We had to fire several 
shots at her before she hove to. I put 
a prize crew on board and sent the col- 
lier to Key West. 
“During the period I was at Santiago, 
between May 22 and 29, Schley came 
and went several times, cruising a lit- 
tle to the westward, but the St. Paul 
remained off Santiago Harbor for all 
of the eight days. It was on May 29 
that I saw heavy lines of smoke from 
what I first thought was from the 
Spanish squadron coming to the relief 
of Cervera. There was great excite- 
ment on board the St. Paul, and I im- 
mediately put out after the fleet. I 
soon found that the smoke was com- 
ing from Schley’s ships returning to 
the entrance of the harbor, 
“On this day both Schley and my- 
self saw again positive evidences that 
the Spanish fleet was still bottled up 
inside the Santiago Harbor. When I 
came up with Schley’s fleet we both 
signalled—Schley to me and I to him.” 
SPY ON SCHLEY.

WAS NOT A BATTLE. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, June 3.—At the 
Navy Department this morning Tues- 
day’s demonstration by the squadron 
at Santiago was evidently regarded as 
not being more than a reconnoissance. 
In view of the fact that the Spaniards 
are known to have made considerable 
additions to the defenses of Santiago 
since the outbreak of the war, it would 
become absolutely necessary for a 
naval commander, before entering up- 
on a general engagement, to take steps 
to learn for himself, and beyond ques- 
tion, just what defenses he must over- 
come to succeed in his attack. Other- 
wise the whole plan of the engagement 
carefully drawn in advance might be 
overthrown suddenly in the midst of 
an attack by the unexpected fire from 
some heavy battery whose whereabouts 
were unknown to the attacking force. 

The naval officers today are giving 
out the impression that the attack cn 
Santiago is to be deferred until the 
troops arrive from Florida. If this 
be so, then nothing can be expected in 
the way of an engagement for several 
days to come, for it was stated at the 
War Department today that no troops 
have yet boarded the transports, and 
several days will be required to make 
the passage from Tampa to Santiago. 

The attention of naval officers has 
been attracted to the positions in the 
harbor occupied by the Spanish flag- 
ship Cristobal Colon and the Reina 
Mercedes. Lying in the narrowest 

art of the channel, the ships, when 
n danger of capture, might be scut- 
tled and thus absolutely prevent the 
entrance of the American ships. This 
would also prevent the egress of the 
Spanish vessels, yet it would tend to 
make the reduction of Santiago an 
extremely difficult task, and one re. 
quiring a long time, for the Spanish 
ironclads lying in the harbor could 
be counted upon to easily repel an 
attack coming from the land side until 
such time as ‘the troops managed to 
secure the support ofe heavy artillery. 

The sudden appearance of the 
cruiser Cincinnati at Hampton Roads 
is explained at the Navy Department 
by the statement that her boilers are 
to be retubed. The Cincinnati has had 
a good deal of hard service since she 
was last overhauled, including two 
years’ work in the Mediterranean. She 
was ordered north to have her boilers 
repaired a month ago, but the execu- 
tion of the order was delayed because 
there was need of the ship up to this 
time. About twenty days should suf- 
fice to complete the repairs.

HARRY CLARK CAPTURED 


FUGITIVE SUSPECTED OF MURDER- 
ING A CHINAMAN I8 IN JAIL. 


Arrested Last Night at La Crescenta 
Canyada by Constable Bague. 
Warrant for Grand Larceny to 
Be Sworn Against Him—Missing 
Chinaman not Yet Found. 


Harry F. Clark, the young man who 
fled with Deputy Sheriffs Clement's 
and Aguirre’s rig while they were in- 
vestigating the disappearance of the 
Chinese, Wong Sing He, was arrested 
at La Crescenta Cafiada by Constable 
Philip Bague last evening. Clark 
was brought to the County Jail about 
11 o’clock last night. ‘This morning, 
Sheriff Burr says, a charge of gr#id 
larceny will be placed against him, but 
this, it is admitted, is merely to hold 
him for further evidence. The body 
of the Chinaman has not yet been re- 
covered, though close search has been 
made by a lot of men employed by the 
county. 

Clark drove off with the deputies’ 

team and wagon last Wednesday at 
Garvanza. The Chinese was last seen 
at Joe Hunter’s ranch at “Tropico, 
where he went to deliver some laundry, 
and where, also, Clark was employed. 
Wong had gone there with his wagon, 
Which was found later far from the 
ranch, the horse tied to a tree and 
nearly starved. On the forward wheel 
are said to have been blotches re- 
sembling clots of blood. The Deputy 
Sheriffs asked Clark a few general 
questions and then requested him to 
accompany them on their round of in- 
vestigation. They suspected foul play 
in particular because Wong had col- 
lected the soiled linen from all his 
customers but Joe Hunter. Clark 
went with the officers to Garvanza, 
where the Chinaman had his laundry. 
Arrived in front of the house Under 
Sheriff Clement got out of the rig 
and entered. He started to 
search a large chest in one of the 
rooms, and Deputy Sheriff Aguirre, 
who was still in the wagon, seeing 
Clement could not open it, volunteered 
to assist him, and jumped from the 
rig. A moment later young Clark 
Whipped up the horses and rode off, 
leaving the officers behind him. After 
driving about a mile and a half from 
the scene, he stopped the team and got 
out, making his escape in the brush. 
The officers pursued him, but were un- 
able to find him. 
That occurred last Wednesday, and 
the first heard of Clark by the au- 
thorities afterward was Thursday aft- 
ernoon, when Sheriff Burr received 
a telephone from the postmaster at 
Monte Vista notifying him that a resi- 
dent of the village had seen some one 
thought to be Clark, riding a bicycle 
that day. The Sherfft promptly wired 
and telephoned a minute description 
of Clark, laying particular stress upon 
, fact that he limps in his right 
oot. 

Thursday evening and also yesterday 
morning the Sheriff was again in- 
formed that someone answering Clark’s 
description had been seen a-wheel at 
Kilgour. The authorities there were 
notified to hold any suspect. 

Yesterday afternoon Constable 
Bague arrested Clark at La Crescenta 
Cafiada, and after he had assured 
himself of the identity of the man, he 
brought him to Los Angeles, though 
Clark is said not to have attempted to 
deny his name. The officers think that 
Clark, after deserting the buggy, and 


‘then in return the bicycle, took to the 


mountains, climbing the hills, the 
shortest way, from Garvanza to La 
Crescenta Cafiada, intending then, they 
think, to go north and out of the 
country and away from probable de- 
tection. But all of this is merely a 
surmise on the part of the officers, for 
— would not talk at the County 
ail. 

Jailer Byham says he_ spoke to 
Clark about his coatless and hatless 
condition after he was brought in, 
and asked him how it came about. 
Clark replied that he had lost both, 
but refused to explain in what man- 
ner. He was absolutely uncommunica- 
tive, and when he did speak, it was 
in a surly way. “So you killed the 
Chinaman?” the jailer said to Clark, 
and the latter gave him a look that 
caused an indisposition for further 
questioning. He told the jailer later 
that he had borrowed the bicycle that 
he was seen riding and that he had left 
it with the owner at Kilgour. 

Sheriff Burr thinks there is some 
significance in the fact that $2.60 was 
found on Clark, inasmuch as the pris- 
oner asserted that he had slept on a 
manure pile the night before. While 
with the deputy sheriffs Wednesday 
he claimed not to have a cent. A 
cheap watch was also found on him, 
and when Jailer Byham asked him 
what he had done with the chain, he 
replied that he never had any. Sheriff 
Burr says Chinese seldom wear a 
chain, because of its conspicuousness. 
He will have the watch taken to Gar- 
vanza today and examined by the 
friends of the missing Chinese to see 
if they can identify it as having once 
been in the possession of their friend. 
Various other matters will be investi- 
gated today also, which have Cevel- 
oped in the arrest of Clark. 

Search for Wing Ling He, or Wong 
Sing Hay, as he is called in his regis- 
tration papers, has not been abandoned. 
The Wong Company, of which he was 
a member, will probably today author- 
ize Sheriff Burr to offer a reward for 
their missing countryman, dead or 
alive. Wong Sing Hay bore a good 
reputation, both among his white ac- 
quaintances and his fellow-Chinese. He 
was sober, thrifty, industrious, and 
interested in a prosperous. business.

ning orchard fruits are about as 

follows: Thinning increases the 
size of the fruit, gives it more color 
and a better flavor. It diminishes 
the amount of worthless fruit, wind- 
falls, etc., increases the amount of No. 
1 fruit, and in some cases increases 
the total yield. It lessens the 
amount of rot, especially in the caso 
of peaches and plums, since the dis- 
ease can spread less easily where the 
fruits do not touch each other. Thin- 
ning also tends to keep injurious in- 
sects in check, as care is taken to re- 
move the infested fruit. It is also 
probable that the production of large 
quantities of inferior or worthless fruit 
weakens the vitality of trees so much 


to recover. It is also thought that 
even where the total crop is not much 
greater on unthinned than on thinned 
trees the production of a greater num. 
ber of seeds on the former is an im- 
portant factor in lowering the vitality 
of the tree. Trees which are over- 
loaded one year seldom bear much the 
next, but in cases where thinning has 
been practiced systematically for sev- 
eral years little trouble has been ex- 
perienced in this regard. In favorable 
seasons where large crops can be pro- 
duced without overtaxing the trees, 
thinning will doubtless influence the 
size and appearance of frult somewhat 
leSs than in unfavorable years. 

On the other hand favorable years 
are marked by great production of 
fruit, overcrowded markets, and very 
low prices for all but the best fruit. 
These are the years when any in- 
crease in the percentage of first qual- 
ity fruit ds of the greatest Importance. 
As to whether thinning shall or shall 


not be done will depend largely on the

the pruning, cultivation and general 
care the trees receive; on the cl'matic 
conditions of the locality and of the 
season; and on various other con- 
ditions. The better color of fruit, the 
lessened injured from rot and the like, 
are much stronger arguments for thin- 
ning fruit in the humid climate of the 
east than they are in the drier, clearer 
climate of the west, yet it is probable 
that there are few localities where ju- 
dicious thinning would not, in certain 
cases, at least, be beneficial. 

As to methods of thinning, few ab- 
solute statements can be made, s0 
much depends on the conditions under 
which thinning is to be done. Experi- 
ments so far reported give little data 
upon which to base such statements. 
There are certain things, however, 
which must be considered in any case. 
Thinning should be delayed until there 
is no further danger of premature 
dropping of fruit from lack of pollina- 
tion, the effect of frosts, or other ac- 
cidental causes. It should be done, 
however, before the fruit becomes so 
large as to tax the tree. The usual 
recommendationg are to thin plums 
when about half grown and before the 
pits harden; peaches, when the size of 
small hickory nuts, or when half an 
ineh in diameter; apples when the size 
of hickory nuts or an inch in diameter. 
The amount of fruit removed will de- 
pend largely upon the previous prun- 
ing, and on the age, size and variety 
of the tree. The fruits should be left 
far enough apart so as not to touch 
each other, and it is often recom- 


mended to leave them from four to ' 


six inches apart. 

Fruit should be picked by hand, the 
wormy, diseased and other wise inferior 
fruits being removed .-Mechanical 
devices for thinning are not recom- 
mended, since they do not discriminate 
between good and bad fruits, do not 
leave the fruits well distributed, and 
often break off or injure the fruit 
spurs. It has been suggested tha’, 
since the same fruit spur rarely ever 
produces fruit two years in succession, 
the fruit should be entirely removed 
from part of the spurs in order that 
they may produce fruit buds for the 
following year. It is thought that if 
this is followed systematically there 
is no reason why trees should not bear 
well every year instead of every two 
or three years, as is so often the case. 
—[California Fruit Grower

If our 
neighbors are digging up almonds, then 
out our almonds ‘must come. It will 
pay you well to go just contrary to 
what your neighbors do in many 
things. If they raise cattle, try your 
luck in raising sheep. If they condemn 
hogs and raise horses, it will pay you 
to let horses alone and stick to the 
hog. In running your range or your 
ranch, don’t go with the crowd, but 
do your own planning, and you will 
come out best in the long run.—[Cali- 
fornia Fruit-Grower. 


Fruiting the Lemon, 

N REPLY to inquiries respecting 

any modes or methods that can be 

used to change the time of fruiting 
the lemon, prominent horticulturists 
have answered, giving interesting opin- 
ions: 

N. N. Farlow, La Mesa, says: “In 
reply to your questions, will give you 
my idea. First, pruning always brings 
out fruit buds or fruit wood on trees 
3 years old, or past. To get summer 
fruit, say June or July, trees should 
be pruned in October or November. 
Too much fruit wood or lack of fer- 
tilizer has a tendency to make small 
fruit. If a lemon tree is properly cared 
for it will bear continually. There are 
those who think spring is the proper 
time to trim all trees, the lemon in- 
cluded, and this I account for having 
more lemons in the winter than in the 
summer. I do not think time of plant- 
ing has anything to do with maturing 
the fruit. After trees are old enough 
to bear they should have plenty of 
fertilizer. There are too many who ex- 
pect something for nothing.” 

J. W. Waitt, a prominent nurseryman 
of Lemon Grove, and who has large in- 
terests in Florida, says: ‘“I understand 
you wish to know if I know of any way 
to make the lemon fruit at a certain 
time. I must confess that I do not. 
Budding on lemon roots—where the roat 
is the wild or French lemon—will not 
do at all, for such trees would be short 
lived and would be more susceptible to 
gum than any root that could be used. 
In regard to budding at any particular 
season, will say I have budded at all 
seasons and I have observed no differ- 
ence in fruiting. No doubt one can 
force bloom into the trees by stopping 
irrigation, letting weeds choke the tree 
or do anything else that will get the 
tree into an unhealthy state; in other 
words, trees treated this way for any 
length of time must die, and the sim- 
ple fact that it puts on bloom shows 
that nature is making an effort to pro- 
duce fruit, so that when the tree dies 
the fruit will drop and reproduce its 
kind from seed in the fruit. I do not 
think one can afford to let their trees 
get in this condition in order to pro- 
duce fruit. At a certain season trees 
so treated must become diseased. In 
regard to pruning; I pruned one of my 
groves last May and again in Decem- 
ber, another last April, part of another 
in June, the other part not at all. Each 
of these groves is full of bloom now, 
and I can see no difference in them at 
all. 

“Root pruning will undoubtedly pro- 
duce more fruit, provided the trees are 
heavily fertilized, but I do not think it 
could be followed up without injury to 
the trees. There is one way I am go- 
ing to try this fall on one tree and 
note the result. that is, to girdle the 
larger limbs with a sharp knife, taking 
out a complete circle of the outside 
bark about one-sixteenth of an inch 
wide, leaving the inner bark intact.

which he was visiting profesionally 
a drake which had one feather of a 
breed of ducks once kept in his neigh- 
borhood, but had become extinct. Buy- 
ing the drake and a duck from the same 
flock he bred them together, getting 
ducks with more feather of the desired 
color. He continued inbreeding until 
he produced an exact counterpart of 
the extinct breed, although at the 
expense of size and perhaps vigor.

were once the color of the  black- 
breasted red games of today, and from 
this color we have white, black and 
yellow mixtures of this color and even 
a pretty fair blue. The matter of color 
is entirdly within the skill of the 
breeder, and the way it shall appear 
is seemingly so since Sir John Seabright 
produced the bantams which take their 
name from him. 

There are, however, lengths to which 
it seems impossible to go. We have in 
the Leghorns and Hamburgs and the 
Mediterranean fowls examples of great 
egg production, and in the Brahmas 
and Cochins examples of great size 
with comparatively small egg proauc- 
tion. No breeder has ever succeeded in 
producing a breed that combines great 
size with great prolificacy. The Leg- 
horns remains the standard for eggs 
and the Brahmas for size and the all- 
round hen is yet to come. We have 
heen a good many thousand years in- 
creasing the production of eggs from 
thirty to forty to 200 a year, while the 
Chinese were just as long getting the 
original jungle fowl weighing three or 
four pounds to the size of the lordly 
Brahma of today. Perhaps the time 
will come when a ten-pound hen will 
lay 200 eggs in a year, but half that 
number satisfies her now.—[Exchange. 


California's Dry Year. 
O MATURE a crop of fruit and 
to keep fruit trees alive, water is 

‘an essential. To what extent the 
present abnormally dry season will 
affect either remains to be seen. Not 
since fruit trees were planted on a 
commercial scale in this State has 
such a phenominally rainless season 
been experienced, and the future in 
a measure is problematical. There 
is some moisture in the ground, and 
it behooves the orchardist to make the 
most of it. Cultivate! Cultivate!! 
Cultivate!!! Fortunately the conserv- 
atism of moisture is better understood 
than it was some years ago. Every 
corrective method will be employed 
and every economy will be practiced. 
A Tulare county farmer even states 
that he has raised a fine crop of corn 
on land as dry as it is now by first 
soaking the seed until it commenced 
to sprout. He has so much faith in 
his plan that he will plant seventy- 
five acres this year on land that he 
does not expect to irrigate. 

The probable loss in California this 
year on fruit, on grain, and on stock 
as a direct result of the dry year will 
be many millions of dollars—enough 
to have devised and maintained an 
immense system of State irrigation. 
Happy indeed is the section that at 
this time can boast of its flowing 
artesian wells. An illustration of one 
such is here presented by California 
Fruit Grower. It is located at Mira- 
monte, Kern county, is 565 feet deep 
and produces 2,500,000 gallons of water 
daily. In that neighborhood the cost 
of a well with eight-inch double cas- 
ing is $1.25 a foot down to 300 feet, 
and beyond that depth $1.50 to $2 a 
foot. On land which is higher than 
300 feet above the sea level wells in 
that section do not flow. In that case 
the water must be pumped. It may 
be stated that one of the benefits re- 
sulting from the present unfortunate 
condition of affairs is the development 
of irrigation enterprises throughcut 
the State.—[California Fruit Grower. 


An Apple Experiment. 

M. BRISTOL of the Way-up 
Rancho, rejoicing in the 
"prospect of an apple crop. In 
conversation with a representative of 
the Cirus Belt he said : “My apple 
plantation can hardly be called an or- 
‘chard, for it only contains an acre. 
It is a depression back of the long 
ridge running east and west across 
the Bast Highlands mesa. After wet 
winters, and before we drained it, this 
basin used to be a lake, and the soil 
is deep, rich and moist. It is the cold- 
est spot on the mesa in the winter— 
so cold that young lemon trees have 
been killed, while: one hundred yards 
above they were not injured. I have 
felt that the comparative failure of 
apples in the citrus beit is due more 
to soil than to climatic conditions. 
This piece being both deep and damp 
and not much exposed to the sun in 
winter. I concluded that it was not 
wise to plant oranges there. Accord- 
ingly I set it to apples, the principal 
varieties being Rhode Island Green- 
ing, White Winter Pearmain, Mam- 
moth Blacktwig and Arkansas Black. 
The trees are now three years old, 
have made a wonderful growth and 
part of them are loaded with bloom. 
I am watching their development with 
interest, and cannot help thinking that 
the fruit will be better than some 
wn at higher attitudes under less 
favorable conditions of soil and moist- 

ure. My elevation is 1600 feet.* 

“In ordinary seasons water is found 
sixteen to twenty feet below the sur- 
face in this depression. In digging a 
well there we founa roots of a three- 
year-old fig tree at sixteen feet—just 
at the water. I was much interested 
in the discovery, for it shows the abil- 
ity of trees to rustle for moisture if 
there is any within rustling distance. 
With winter irrigation and thorough 
summer cultivation the apples seem 
to flourish and be content. I find that 
winter irrigation, together with a green 
crop of some kind, keeps the ground 
cool and retards blooming—a thing 
to he desired where there is danger of 
spring frosts. This is true of other 
fruits as well, the blossoms being 
perhaps two week later than where 
thorough cultivation is practiced.”

CAN MINE SULPHUR AT HOME. 


The Government Can Find the Guan- 
powder Ingredient in California. 


{Los Angeles letter in Chicago Tri- 
bune:] There are sufficient deposits 
of sulphur on the Pacific Coast to 
replace, if properly developed, a con- 
siderable part of that which has been 
coming from Sicily to make gunpowder, 
but it is now debarred. In the Coco- 
pah county, about sixty miles south 
of Yuma, are immense beds of sulphur 
owned by Anthony Godbe, United 
States Consul at Ensenada. They are 
now leased to and being opened by the 
California Asphaltum Company, which 
is using the sulphur in its asphalt in- 
dustry in Ventura county. These sul- 
phur deposits have only just begun to 
be worked, and are of immense extent 
and value. Development began upon 
them only about six months ago. Some 
similar beds exist in Ventura county, 
which the owner is developing little by 
little. 

Sulphur was at one time shipped from 
along Sulphur Creek, Colusa county, 
and there are also deposits in that 
county near Wilbur Springs and at the 
Ensign mine. A few years ago an 
attempt was made to work the Ensign 
deposit, but the sulphur, although 88 
per cent. was black, and not acceptable 
to the California market, 


Some years ago sulphur was produced — 


in considerable quantities from deposits 
on and near the eastern shore of Clear 
Lake. The Sulphur Banks mine fur- 
nished for some time the supply of the 
California market, about 800 tons an- 
nually, but the work was abandoned 
on account of the cost of production. 
The deposits can scarcely be worked 
now with profit. In Kern county sul- 
phur occurs. as a superficial deposit, 
covered in many places by drift from 
the mountains. In the Sunset oil dis- 
trict it is known to cover an area ot 
several acres. Prospect holes show one 
deposit made up of high and low grade 
ore, some of it nearly pure sulphur,

James Parker’s Body Goes to the 
Potter’s Field by Way of 
the Gallows. 


EMBRACED CATHOLIC RELIGION. 


LIFE WAS EXTINCT TEN MINUTES 
AFTER THE DROP. 


Capt. W. A. Nevills Arrested—Severe 
Norther Developing—Investiga- 
tion of the Nevada Orphans’ 
Home—Hurricane. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1} 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) June 3.—James 
Parker was hanged in an inclosure in 
the yard of the Courthouse this morn- 
ing. He was baptized and embraced 
the Catholic religion yesterday. The 
arrival here of six of his old friends 
from Visalia, Cal., Wednesday night 
caused the rumor yesterday that an ef- 
fort would be made to prevent the exe- 
cution, but beyond a visit to him from 
one of the number no demonstration 
was made. Invitations to the execution 
were limited to about fifty persons. 

Parker spent a restless night in the 
jail, and for the first time since his in- 
carceration called for stimulants, of 
which he partook rather copiously last 
night and this morning. 

Father Quetu, his spiritual adviser, 
entered the jail about 9 o’clock this 
morning and spent three-quarters of an 
hour with him. The death warrant was 
then read to him, and the march to the 
scaffold started at 10:25 o’clock. 

As the condemed man emerged from 
the gloom of the jail, where he had been 
confined for over a year, into the bright 
sunlight, and his gaze fell on the death 
trap from which he would enter into 
the deeper gloom of the unknown, he 
paused for a moment with manifesta- 
tions of great emotion. 

Quickly recovering his composure as 
he neared the scaffold, he said to Sher- 
iff Ruffner, who was leading him, ‘Let 
me see that thing,’ referring to the 
scaffold; “I never looked at one be- 
fore.””’ The Sheriff permitted him to go 
under the scaffold, and he made a criti- 
cal examination of the structure, seem- 
ing specially interested in the mechan- 
ism of the trap. After satisfying his 
curiosity in regard to the scaffold he 
walked steadily up the steep stairs to 
the platform. 

When he took off his slippers and 
cast them aside as two officers pinioned 
his arms and legs, he noticed a man 
among the spectators for whom he for- 
merly worked, and he saluted him with 
a smile and said, ‘“‘Hello, Jack, how are 
they breaking?’ He gave several minor 
directions to the officers as to the ad- 
justment of his death paraphernalia, 
objected to having his legs tied to- 
gether, and said, “I ain't, going to 
straddle out.” 

When everything was in readiness 
but the black cap, he looked at the 
spectators and s@id: “Ihave not much 
to say. I claim I am getting something 
that ain’t due me, but I guess everyone 
going to be hung says the same thing, 
so that cuts no figure. Whenever peo- 
says I have to go, I am the one that 
can go.” 

The black cap was immediately ad- 
justed, when he _ requested it to be 
raised so he could shake hands: with 
the officers. The request was granted 
and he hid farewell to the group of of- 
ficers on the scaffold, saying he had 
no ill-will against any of them. The 
cap was then pulled over his head, the 
noose adjusted, and at 10:31 o’clock the 
trap was sprung and the murderer of 
Lee Norris satisfied the demand of the 
law with his life expiation. 

In ten minutes and fifty-four seconds 
life was declared extinct by the phy- 
sicians. His neck was broken in the 
fall. The body was cut down and 
turned over to the county contractor 
for burial of the indigent, and he will 
be buried in the potter’s field at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. 


SECOND-CLASS RATES. 


Reduction Will Apply on Oxgsden

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—The ap- 
parent conflict between the Chinese 
Exclusion Act of 1884, and the treaty 
of 1894, is involved in a case just pre- 
sented to the Secretary of the Treasury 
for decision. 

Sixty-one Chinese merchants, who 
recently arrived here, and who had 
complied with all the requirements of 
the treaty, were refused admission on 
the ground that the requirement of the 
act of 1884, that the nature, character 
and estimated value of the applicant’s 
place of business should be stated, had 
not been observed. | 

Thesixty-one applicants appealed. The 
collector believes that they will be 
successful, and that the treaty will be 
held to have superseded all laws in 
conflict with-it. 


ALASKA NEWS. 


The Bear is Detained at Dutch Har- 
bor—Fierce Hurricane. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) June 3. — The 
schooner Brixam brings news that the 
revenue cutter Bear, conveying relief 
to the imprisoned whalers, is at Dutch 
Harbor. ‘The officers of the Bear re- 
cently attempted to form a connection 
with the overland party whder Lieut. 
Jarvis, but got only 200 miles north 
of Dutch Harbor. There the ice was 
‘found packed so hard they could not 
cross to Bering Sea, and all further 
plans had to be abandoned. No news 
has been received from Lieut. Jarvis. 
A hurricane which seriously threat- 
ened the entire shipping of that lo- 
cality swept over Dutch Harbor and 
Unalaska on May 2. During the 
storm, the schooner Helena was driven 
ashore, though not seriously injured; 
the ship Wachusetts dragged her 
anchors, and, but for the timely as- 
sistance of the Bear, the bark Harry 
Moetz would have been hurled upon 

the rocks and broken to pieces. 
According to the officers of the Brix-

There are charges of serious indis- 
*retion on the part of some employés of 
the institution, and there are also ac- 
susitions of viciousnss and immorality, 
involving both officers and inmates. 

Superintendent »Beebe is accused of 
failing to maintain discipline. He is 
also alleged to have permitted immoral! 
conduct, of discharging employés 
without just cause, and of excusing his 
sonduct that the management of the 
home was a matter of politics with 
him. 

Charles B. Day, a former employé, 
who signed the formal complaint, tes- 
tified that one boy was beaten black 
and blue and forced to stand in a tank 
of cold water for an hour. Bob Fieri- 
tage, another boy,was taken from bed 
at midnight and compelled to stand 
in iey water up to his waist and pump 
water from the well to keep it from 
freezing. Fe worked for eighteen hours 
with only a bite to eat at noon. “tier 
evidence was of a similar nature. The 
charges of immorality will be taken up 
tomorrow. 


SHOE ON THE OTHER FOOT. 


Capt. Nevills is Now Arrested on 
Complaint of Mrs. Williams. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, June ,3.—Capt. 
W. A.’Nevills was arrested today on 
complaint of Mrs. Elsie Williams, who 
charges him with sending obscene 
letters through the mails. He gave 
bail to appear for examination before 
United States Commissioner Heacock 
on June 18, with Henry Wadsworth 
and T. B, Pheby as sureties. There are 
three counts to the complaint, each 
one based upon a letter the mine-owner 
had written. 

The first was dated June 15, 1897. lt 
was addressed to “My dear Elsie Ann,’ 
and was signed, “From your Willie.” 
The second was dated June 26. It 
was addressed to “Dear Disie,” and 
was signed “From WillL’’ The third 
was addressed “Darling Elsie’’ and the 
signature read “From your loving 
Will.” All the letters were mailed in 
Jamestown, Tuolumne county, and 
were addressed to Mrs. Elsie Williams, 
Fresno. 

It was not the form of address that 
the complainant objected to, however; 
it was the contents of the missives, 
which she states in her complaint, are 
not fit to be made part of the pleadings 
in the case.

BURNED AT THE SPAKE. 


PUNISHMENT OF A TEXAS NEGRO 
FOR A BRUTAL CRIME. 


He Outraged a Woman and a Thous- 
and People Gathered to See Him 
Round to a Post and Charred by 
Crackling Flames. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

DALLAS (Tex.,) June 3.—A _ special 
to the News from. Shreveport, La., 
says: A thousand people gathered at 
Doyline, on the Vicksburg, Shreveport 
and Pacific Railroad, about eighteen 
miles from here, to witness the burn- 
ing at the stake of William Street, a 
negro who brutally outraged Mrs. Par- 
ish. The crime was committed on the 
night of May 30. 

The people erected a post near the 
railroad track near the town and laid 
the light wood and kindling, and satu- 
rated it with coil oil, preparatory to 
chaining Street to the post. Street 
was a negro about 28 years old, 
He confessed the crime to a colored 
minister, but said another colored man 
named John Rhodes was implicated. 

When going to the stake he looked 
frightened, but refused to have any- 
thing to say. He was tied to the stake 
and uttered not a word as the crackling 
flames shot up in succession above his 
head. The flames were started at 1 
o'clock. It was a sickening sight which 
lasted ten minutes, when Street was 
a charred mass. 

Well known lawyers made speeches, 
warning the crowd of negroes that such 
crimes would not be tolerated in a 
civilized . community. The woman 
whom Street assaulted is in a most 
critical condition, and could not iden- 
tify Street when caught, until a doctor 
held open her eyelids. 

HUNG AND SHOT AT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

TEXARKANA (Ark.,) June 3.—Jessie 
Scott, the little daughter of J. W. Scott, 
clerk of the Circuit Court, was the 
victim of an outrage perpetrated near 
Fairview yesterday by a negro named 
Bud Hayden. The negro was arrested 
and brought to the jail here. Today at 
noon he was taken from the jail by 
seven of the town’s most prominent 
citizens and driven to Mr. Scott's resi- 
dence. 

There the negro was positively iden- 
tified by the child, whereupon he was 
handed over to a mob that had gath- 
ered at the house. The negro was 
dragged to a tree near the Iron Moun- 
tain Railway, within a few feet from 
where Ed Coy was burned for a like 
offense a few years ago, and as he Was 
jerked into the air his body was riddled 
with bullets. An Iron Mountain train 
was held over an hour, the mob refus- 
ing to get off the track. 


ORANGE COUNTY. 


Fruit Crop Maturing Close to the 


Hundred Per Cent. Mark. 

SANTA ANA, June 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Orange county's fruit crop is 
maturing close to the 100 per cent. mark by 
the use of an abundant supply of water. The 
streams of the Santa Ana Valley and Ana- 
heim water companies which, are supplied 
from the Santa Ana River, the El Modena 
and Villa Park systems, from the Santi- 
ago, and the San Juan Capistrano zanja. 
which is fed from the creeks of the Hot 
Springs, Bell and Trabuco, are all running 
a remarkable amount of water for the 
amount of rainfall in the valley. 

The drought has been but little felt on land 
under any of these irrigating systems, and 
not only have orchards been kept in a flour- 
ishing condition, but the water has been 
used in growing a hay crop, which was sown 
on land very little of which is irrigated at 
all on a wet season, and orchard land has 
been taxed more than on an ordinary sea- 
son by the planting of corn and even hay 
between the tree rows. 

The finest fruit and walnut crop will be 
harvested in Orange county this season that 
has been grown for several years, and on 
the peat and other low lands of the county 
the dry season has decidedly advanced crop 
prospects. 

WALNUT GROWERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

George A. Whidden, who has been ap- 
pointed by the directors of the Santa Ana 
Valley Walnut Growers’ Association to in- 
corporate stock in that concern, reports that 
the growers, especially the larger ones, are 
encouraging the association by listing all 
their acreage. One grower placed sixty acres 
in the concern today, and several hundred 
acres have already been booked by Mr. 
Whidden.

DOMINICAN REVOLUTION. 


Clyde Line Steamer Fanita Had 

Rebels on Board. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

CAPE HAYTIEN (Hayti,) June 3.— 
[By Key West Cable, 11:40 a.m.] The 
mystery surounding the movements of 
the Clyde line steamer Fanita are now 
said to be fully explained. It appears 
established beyond a doubt that the 
reports of an uprising in the republic 
of Santo Domingo against the power 
of President Heureaux the correct. The 
initial blow was struck at Monte 
Cristo, in the borders of the Hayti, the 
nearest Dominican port to Cape Hay- 
tien. 

It would appear that the Fanita, in- 
stead of having on board only sev- 
enteen Dominicans, probably had 150 
on board. The Fanita arrived here on 
June 1, half empty, bringing from 
New York provisions for the navy, 
which she landed at Matthewtown, 
Bahama Islands. She slipped away 
about 10 o’clock the same night, and 
was to touch at Monte Cristo or at 
the keys just outside, with the object, 
it was alleged, of filling up the empty 
portion of her hold, She had on board 
Chris: Roberts, the most famous pilot 
of the West Idies. The captain of 
Fanita said the portion g@ her cargo 
which was not landed consists of coal, 
but there was good reason to suppose 
that it consisted of something very 
different from ‘coal. The suspicions of 
the Spanish Consul here were aroused. 
He denounced the taking on board the 
steamer of the Dominicans and the 
sudden sailing of the vessel without 
notice and without the permission of 
the Dominican Consul. The Spanish 
Consul classed this as an outrage and 
as an act of piracy, and entered a for- 
mal protest with the Haytien authori- 
ties. . 

The majority of the Dominicans, it 
appears, while here were shut up in 
the hold of the Fanita, so as to escape 
attention. Gen. Juan Ysidro Jiminez 
and Gen. Pablo Villanueva are beleved 
to have been on board. It is also noted 
that the former has long been in the 
public eye in Santo Domingo as a de- 
sirable man for the Presidency. Gen. 
Villaneuva fought bravely against 
President Heureaux’s alleged usurpa- 
tion and was exiled. He has been liv- 
isg at Great Inagua for some time 
past, and the Fanita is said to have 
stopped there to take him on board. 

The preparations for the revolution 
are said to be very elaborate, and there 
is a strong belief, here that the revo- 
lutionists are sure of success, but on 
the other hand, the Dominican Consul 
here says he has a report that the 
revolutionists have been defeated at 
Monte Cristo. The report is generally 
believed. 

According to the impression which 
prevails at Cape Haytien, the Fanita 
when she left here had a tried and 
resolute body of men on board and 
also carried a heavy supply of arms 
and ammunition. It is charged that 
she skillfully worked up the impres- 
sion that she was engaged in an expe- 
dition to Cuba, and was going to 
Monte Cristo to take on more men. 

The advices received here on the sub- 
ject say that the Fanita arrived at 
Monte Cristo at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and that the revolutionists 
had no difficulty in taking the town. 
The most circumstantial reports have 
it that the revolutionists are now in 
considerable force and that Gens. 
Morales and Villaneuva are marching 
on Puerto Plata, while another de- 
tachment is moving against Santiago 
de Los Caballeros, on the Yaques 
River, 100, miles east of this place. 

Gen. Jiminez is a merchant, who 
has bene in business here, at Monte 
Cristo, at Puerto Plata and Hamburg. 
In his youth he served in the army 
and for many years he has heen very 
popular in Dominica. President Heur- 
eaux, according to a common saying 
among the Dominicans, has killed off 
all the prominent men on whom he 
could lay hands and who might be 
rivals. The President’s hatred for 
Gen. Jiminez is especially marked, 
but the latter has kept out of his 
reach, residing chiefly in Paris. 

About two months ago Gen. Jimi- 
nez left Cape Haytien, ostensibly for 
Europe, via Port au Prince, but, it Is 
said, he did not go any further than 
New York, and it is believed’ that 
while in that city he perfected the ar- 
rangements for a revolution in Santo 
Domingo, over which, if successful, 
the great majority of the Dominicans, 
for the time being at least, will rejoice. 

Gen. Jiminez is 55 years of age and 
of a mild temperament. He has re- 
fused several times to he a candidate 
for the Presidency. His father was 
formerly President of the republic. 

FIVE REBELS SHOT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CAPE HAYTIEN (Hayti,) June 3.— 
[By Key West Cable, 6:30 p.m.] A 
correspondent at Puerto Plata cables 
the confirmation of the accounts of the 
repulse of the revolutionary party at 
Monte Cristo. Gen. Augustin Morales 
and Comijo Buetz were killed. Five 
of the insurgents were taken prison- 
ers and shot this morning. The others 
escaped in the steamer Fanita. Presi- 
dent Heureax left the capital this 
morning with three men-of-war. The 
correspondent, in concluding the dis- 
patch, says the revolutionary move- 
ment is regarded at Puerto Plata as 
of no consequence. 

The Dominican Consul at Cape Hay- 
tien reasserts that Jiminez escaped on 
the Fanita. He says that had Jimi- 
nez been killed, President 
would have been informed of the fact. 


ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 


Cardinal Vaughan Rejoices at the 
Prospect of Closer Friendship. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, June 3.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says Cardinal 
Vaughan, in a letter to W. T. Stead, 
on Anglo-American relations, rejoices 
at the prospects of a closer friendship 
of these two who are one with English- 
men in blood, language and ideas. The 
letter closes: 

“Personally, I deplore the fact that 
the United States has chosen war with 
a weak power like Spain instead of 
arbitration, which was the alternative, 
But I would not allow such disapproval] 
to stand in the way of the great benefit 
that may result from an entente cor- 
diale between England and America. 

“If the two peoples combine and 
encourage each other, to make justice 
and the moral law international and 
universal, so far as their influence shall 
extend, they will end by reinstating in 
the world the standard which the Chris- 
tianized civilization of modern Europe 
has laid low.”

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THE WAR SITUATION.

ALL DISABILITIES REMOVED. 

The Senate yesterday concurred in 
the House amendment to the bill re- 
moving all disabilities imposed by 
Section 3 of the Fourteenth Amend-. 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States. This section reads as follows: 


“Sec. 3. No person shall be a 
Senator or Representative in Con- 
gress, or elector of President and 


Vice-President, or hold any office, 
civil or military, under the United 
States, or under any State, who, hav- 
ing previously taken an oath as a 
member of Congress, or as an officer 
of the United States, or as a member 
of any State Legislature, or as an 
executive or judicial officer of any 
State, to support the Constitution of 
the United States, shall have engaged 
in insurrection or rebellion 
the same, or given aid or comfort to 
the enemies thereof. But Congress 
may, by a vote of two-thirds of each 
house, remove such disability.” 

The action just taken by Congress 
is in accord with the authority con- 
ferred upon that body, by the Consti- 
tution, for the removal of disabilities 
imposed by reason of the war. Con- 
gress has, by previous action, removed 
all disabilities in many individual 
cases. Yesterday's action completes 
the work, and sweeps away, 6o far as 
the law is concerned, the last vestige 
of reproach attaching to the men who 
bore arms in the Confederate cause. 
This action is in harmony with the 
spirit of the time. It is a matter of 
simple justike to men who, having 
made a grave mistake a generation 
ago, now recognize their error and 
are anxious to repair it by loyal de- 
votion to the flag which they once 
repudiated. 

The patriotic devotion to the Stars 
and Stripes which has manifested it- 
self spontaneously throughout the 
Southern States since the war with 
Spain became a certainty, has gone 
far toward removing the last trace of 
sectional bitterness engendered by the 
fraticidal war of a generation ago. It 
is proper that this fact should be 
fittingly recognized by Congress in 
the removal of all political disabilities 
growing out of that terrible conflict. 
The action of Congress, as noted 
above. will therefore meet the uni- 
versal approval of the American peo- 
ple. 


A correspondent takes Tnres 
to task for pronouncing Schley 
“S-l+y,” and quotes the Century 
Encyclopedia as giving the name the 
pronunciation of “Schla.’” The son 
of his father, who passed through 
Los Angeles a few days since, declares 
that the family he helongs to pro- 
nounces the name “S-l-y,” and while 
the commodore may be open to cen- 
sure for differing with the Century 
Encyclopedia people in this barefaceg 
manner, the country will have to 
stand it. However, no matter what 


the pronunciation of the name, the fac

PATRIOTISM DOES NOT QUESTION. 

The Anaheim correspondence of THE 
TIMES yesterday contained the follow- 
ing: 

“First Lieutenant C. B. Munson of 
Troop A, Southern California Volun- 
teer Cavalry, will open a recruiting 
office in this city tomorrow. The lieu- 
tenant is not to have clear sailing. 
There dre many young men anxious 
to enlist in the city, but as Anaheim 
has already sent out a good many vol- 
unteers, not under her own name or 
her own officers, the young men of 
the town who are now open to en- 
listment don’t propose to let other 
towns furnish the wearers of stripes 
and the insignia of office. Therefore 
is Lieut. Munson’s reception likely to 
lack in enthusiasm. A meeting of 
citizens has been called for Saturday 
night to organize an Anaheim com- 
pany, which will ask admission to 
either the cavalry or infantry divi- 
sions, and, until then, leaders in the 
movement are urging the more zealous 
patriots to withhold their signatures.” 


The young men who are pursuing 
this dog-in-the-manger policy would 
better think twice before committing 
themselves to a course which they 
will be sure to regret, if they persist 
it it. The truly patriotic volunteer is 
willing to get into the service any- 
where, and is not over-particular 
whether he is accepted as a part of 
an organized company, or as an in- 
dividual. The primary purpose of the 
true patriot is to serve his country. 
As a general proposition the stickler 
over details is more anxious to serve 
his own selfish intérests and ambi- 
tions than to serve his country. 
Brace up, boys, and don’t be clams. 


NEWSPAPER TREASON. 

The Cabinet has called the news- 
papers of the country to account, in 
substance if not in explicit terms, 
for revealing to the enemy the move- 
ments of troops and expeditions; and 
t is to be hoped that this gentle hint 
will be taken by the enterprising 
newspapers of the country which in 
their zeal to print the news are in 
reality guilty of treasonable acts. 

If it be a crime for ‘one of the 
enemy’s spies to secure information 
regarding military movements that 
the government desires kept secret, 
and to acquaint the foe with the facts 
obtained, it is equally criminal for a 
newspaper’s employés to reveal such 
matters through the press. There 
should be, it would seem, some way 
of punishing the newspaper spy as 
well as the other kind, and _ until 
some of the members of this smart 
Alec gentry are made examples of, the 
sort of thing complained of at Wash- 
ington is likely to go on indefinitely. 

The journals of the country have 
loyal duties to perform in such times 
as these that cannot be evaded, and 
the most important of them is to 
abstain from giving aid and com- 
fort to the enemy by promulgating 
information that will injure the great 
cause in which our country is en- 
gaged. Enterprise that is commend- 
able at other times, is, in matters 
of such moment as now engage the 
nation, nothing less than treasonable 
if it takes the form of acquainting the 
Spanish government with the details 
of campaigns, and no journal that is 
loyal and patriotic will engage in 
any such enterprise. 

There is no smartness whatever in 
evading the press censor and in giy- 
ing out facts that the commanders 
of our forces desire to be held secret;’ 
on the contrary, such actions should 
bring upon the men who are guilty of 
them the 6everest censure, and, if 
possible under the law, the most 
vigorous punishment. No newspaper 
that reveals the secrets of military 
movements, contrary to the wishes. of 
the commanders in the field, should 
be permitted to issue, and if the fresh 
journalists who are guilty should have 
their establishments put under guard 
and their presses stopped, it would 
be no more than they deserve. It is 
time enough to tell of the movements 
of fleets and troops after the expedi- 
tion upon which, they start out is 
made apparent through engagements 
with the enemy; premature publica- 
tion of such movements has nothing 
to defend it. It serves no good pur- 
pose, but on the contrary makes us 
ridiculous in the eyes of the world, 
and may tend to defeat great aims. 
Let us have a little sense of loyalty 
and discretion in newspaper offices, in 
the conduct of the war as well as 
elsewhere, to the glory of American 


arms and to the speedy and _§ satis- 
tory return of a lasting peace. 


We sometimes fear that the stories 
Which reach us about Spain’s dire 
distress is of the same gauzy texture 
as the ones printed in the Spanish 
newspapers about insurrections in 
the Southern States, insubordination 
in our army and navy, and the $at- 
tacks of hostile Indians on the cities 


of Chicago and New York. Spain has 
a good many liars on tap, to be sure, 
but we also have a few. The land of 
the dons may be hard uff in spots, but 
we will be wise to take the hard-luck 
stories that are cabled over here as 
right good literature for the marines. 


A cock-and-bull story comes all 
the way from old Madrid, to the ef- 
fect that Cervera’s fleet is not at 
Santiago and has never been there, 
but is now nearing Manila. Of course 
this is a fiction; but if it were true, 
Sefor Cervera would be in a worse 
pickle than he is in at Santiago. That 
man Dewey has an inordinate appetite 
for Spanish owarships—an appetite 
which grows by what it feeds on. 
Having swallowed one alleged armada 
he is ready and anxious to dispose 
of another in the same way. 


The fellows who do the guessing 
for the country in Washington change 
their minds and guesses so often that 
the man who attempts to follow them 
is likely to bring on brain fag and also 
that tired feeling in large quantities. 
The one who guesses that the Presi- 
dent wants to end the war without 
an attack on Havana, thus far takes 
the palm for fertility of imagination 
and power of invention. 


Senator Hale, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee, estimates that 
the war will cost from $700,000,000 to 
$800,000,000 a year. This is a large 
amount of money. But it is not at 
all probable that the war will last a 
year; and even if it does, there are 
the Philippines, the Carolines, and 
Porto Rico, which will go a long 
way toward reimbursing us for our 
heavy expenditures. 


According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle, one hundred men of the 
Seventh California Regiment are down 
with the cholera morbus, and _ sug- 
gests that the cause may be attributed 
to filthy cooking utensils.

WAR REVENUE BILL 


MAY LEAD TO COINAGE OF THE 
TREASURY SILVER.

Mr. Wolcott Secures Adoption of an 
Amendment to Make Four Mil- 
lion Dollars Monthly. 


BOND PROVISION ALSO ADOPTED 


SENATE DID NOT REACH A FINAL 
VOTE ON THE MEASURE. 


Senator Wolcott Replies to Senator 
Allen’s Allegations—Mr. Morgan 
Says Spain Has Lost Her 
Possessions. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—While the 
War Revenue Bill was not passed by 
the Senate today, two very important 
votes were taken, one on a proposition 
to coin the silver bullion in the treasury 
and to issue silver certificates against 
the coin, and the other on the bond 
proposition presented by the Repub- 
lican minority of the Committee on 
Finance. In lieu of the seigniorage 
amendment offered by the majority of 
the Finance Committee, Mr. Wolcott 
proposed an amendment authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to coin 
the silver bullion in the treasury and to 
issue silver certificates against it. After 
some discussion a vote was reached and 
the amendment was agreed to—49 to 
31—several Republicans voting for it. 

Mr. Aldrich (Rep.) of Rhode Island 
then pressed the amendment of the 
minority of the Finance Committee, 
providing for the issue of $100,000,000 
certificates of indebtedness and $300,- 
000,000 of bonds to be used exclusively 
for the payment of the expenses of the 
war. After an extended debate, the 
question was brought to an issue by the 
decisive vote of 45 to 31, and the bond 
amendment was incorporated in the bill 
as a substitute for the amendment to 
issue legal-tender notes. The bond 
proposition received the votes of 37 
Republicans, 7 Democrats and 1 Popu- 
list. The Democrats who voted for it 
were Messrs. Caffery, Faulkner, Gor- 
man, Gray, Lindsay, Mitchell and Mur- 
phy, and the Populist was Mr. Kyle. 

No Republicans voted against the is- 
sue of bonds, the votes in opposition to 
the bonds being cast by 21 Democrats, 
5 Populists and 5 Silver Republicans. 

Just before adjournment this evening 
a sensational speech was made by Mr. 
Wolcott (Rep.) of Colorado fin reply to 
some suggestions concerning the bi- 
metallic commission made by Mr. Al- 
len (Pop.) of Nebraska. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
-WASHINGTON, June 3.—SENATE. 
A bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to keep certain life-saving 
stations on the Atlantic’ and Gulf 
coasts open and manned during June 
and July, and appropriating $70,000 for 
the necessary expense, was passed by 
the Senate at the opening of today’s 

ssion. 

The Senate concurred in the House 
amendment to the bill, removing all 
disabilities imposed by the fourteenth 
amendment to the Constitution. 

Consideration of the war revenue 
measure was resumed at the conclu- 
In the 
course of a brief colloquy concerning 
the priority of amendments yet to be 
considered, Mr. Jones (Dem.,) of 
Arkansas expressed the opinion that 
all the revenue features of the bill 
ought to be completed and passed upon 
before the bond ‘provision was passed 
upon, because the amount of revenue 
raised’ might have great weight in 
the determination of some other pend- 
ing amendments. He was satisfied, he 
said, that the bond provision would 
be incorporated in the bill, but held 
that Senators ought to know what the’ 
bill would raise, approximately, before 
being called upon to vote upon the 
bond question. 

Mr. Hale (Rep.,) of Maine inquired 
whether Mr. Jones thought the small 
amount, comparatively, which would 
be raised by the pending revenue 
amendments would be sufficient. “I 
have no doubt,” he continued, “that 
if this war lasts a year it will cost 
the government between $700,000,000 
and $800,000,000. That is my  predic- 
tion, and I put myself on record to 
that effect.” 

Mr. Jones said that so much money 
might be spent, but he did not think 
so. He was satisfied, at all events, 
that an issue of bonds was unneces- 
sary. “I do not believe,” ap he “that 
the war will last a year or six months, 
or anything like that time; and that 
the cost will certainly be much less 
than stated by the Senator (Mr. Hale.) 
The Secretaries of War and Navy 
each made an estimate of the ex- 
penses for one year, and their aggre- 
gate estimates were only about half 


the estimate of the Senator from 
Maine.” 
Mr. Hale pointed out that no war 


was so expensive as an expeditionary 
war. He said he had examined all 
the estimates made upon the expenses 
of the war, and he was satisfied they 
would reach certainly $700,000,000. 

Mr. Teller (Silver Rep.,) of Colorado 
reviewed the legislation during’ the 
past ten years, and said it was evi- 
dent that this bill was not to be a 
temporary measure. Jt was to all in- 
tents and purposes to be a permanent 
law. The expenses of the war would 
be large, but they would not end with 
the close of the war. The Tnited 
States, he said, proposed to have a 
great navy, commensurate with’ the 
dignity and development of our coun- 
try, and in addition, all the cities 
along the Atlantic and Pacific ports 
had a right to demand protection from 
foreign invasion. The expenses of the 
government were great now, but they 
were certain to be greater at the close 
of the war. j 

“It is the duty of the Senate,” he 
said, “to take sufficient time for the 
consideration of the pending bill to de- 
termine how much money it will raise. 
I do not want to vote upon the bill 
until we know what it will produce 
in revenue. The government will not 
be hampered in any way, if this bill 
does not pass for ten days, or until 
July 3.” 

Mr. Aldrich said that careful esti- 
mates had been made of the revenue- 
producing qualities of the bill, and 
he was satisfied that the amount would 
be between $150,000,000 and $200,000,000, 
certainly not in excess of the latter 
sum. 


MR. WOLCOTT’S AMENDMENT.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Mr. Allison 
said, without including the last 75,000 of 
volunteers called for, the estimate 
made was that the war expenses for 
the first year would be at least $379,000..

Mr. Morrill (Rep.) of Vermont, the

Mr. Wolcott (Rep.) of Colorado pro- 
posed an amendment to the amendment 
of the committee upon the coinage of 
the seigniorage. It was in the nature 
of a substitute, and after being slightly 
amended a direct vote up6n it was 
reached, Mr. Jones (Dem.) of Arkansas 
giving notice that he would move here- 


after to substitute the committee 
amendment’ for the Wolcott amend- 
ment.

The amendment as agreed to follows: 

“That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall immediately cause to be coined as 
fast as possible into standard silver 
dollars, to an amount not less than 
$4,000,000 per month, which shall be of 
like weight and fineness and of like 
legal tender and quality as those pro- 
vided for under existing law, all the sil- 
ver bullion now held in the treasury. 

“That the Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized and directed to issue as 
said silver is coined, silver certificates 
of similar design . and denominations 
and of the same quality payable and re- 
deemable in like manner as those au- 
thorized by law, to the amount of the 
gain or seigniorage derived from the 
purchase of silver bullion by the treas. 
ury under the Act of July 14, 1890, until 
the sum of $42,000,000 shall have been 
issued. 

“That all said moneys so coined, in- 
cluding the amourts of the gains or 
seigniorage so coined, shall be used 
both for the redemption of the treasury 
notes heretofure issued under and by 
virtue of the Act of July 14, 1890, and 
for the redemption of the certificates is- 
sued under this act.” 

Mr. Aldrich moved to strike out the 
committee amendment providing for 
the issue of legal-tender notes, and 
substitute the bond provision offered 
by the Republican minority of the Fi- 
nance Committee. Upon this motion he 
demanded the yeas and nays. Before a 
vote was taken, however, the subject 
was discussed by Mr. Stewart, Mr. 
Daniel and Mr. Mantle. Mwn...Mantle 
expressed his general approval of the 
substitutes for the bond provision, but 
announced his apprehension that the 
Issue of greenbacks might prove a 
precedent that would some time arise 
to plague the friends of bimetallism. 

Mr. Fairbanks (Rep.) of Indiana, sup- 
ported the provision for bonds and 
time certificates, taking the position 
that future years should pay part of 
the expenses of the war. He attacked 
the proposition to substitute2grenbacks, 
and to coin the seigniorage as a delib-. 
erate attempt to inflate the currency 
and imperil the present gold standard. 

Mr. Money (Dem.) of Mississippi, and 
Mr. Bates (Dem.) of Tennessee, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the bond prop- 
osition might go over until December, 
both expressing the belief that the war 
would be short-lived. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bates’s 
speech a vote was taken upon Mr. Al-* 
drich’s motion to substitute the bond 
provision offered by the minority of the 
committee for the paragraph authoriz- 
ing the issue of legal-tender notes, The 
motion was carried by a decisive voté 
of 45 to 31, as follows:

The committee amendment ‘striking 
out the House bond provision was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Chandler offered his amendment 
inserting a declaration that the policy 
of the United States is not to commit 
the country more. thoroughly to the 
single gold standard, but that the 
efforts of the government shall be 
steadily directed to coin both silver 
and gold as standard money. 

Mr. Stewart offered as an amendment 
to Mr. Chandler’s amendment a pro- 
vision that no bonds issued under this 
act shall be used as a basis of bank 
currency. 

Mr. Morgan gave notice of an amend- 
ment directing the Secretary- of the 
Treasury to enforce those provisions 
of the income tax of 1894 not expressly 
declared by the Supreme Court's de- 
cision to be unconstitutional. 

Mr. Morgan spoke in support of the 
amendment, and attacked the national 
banks, which, he declared, were behind 
the conspiracy to force a bond issue 
upon the people. The amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Stewart was laid on the 
table on motion of Mr. Chandler by 
44 to 27. ‘ 

Mr. Hoar proposed an amendment to 
be added to Mr. Chandler's amend- 
ment as follows: 

*And to this end to relax no effort 
to secure the codperation of the princi- 
pal commercial nations of the world.” 

The amendment was agreed to by 
35 to 33. 

In a speech treating of the new con- 
ditions which are likely to confront 
the United States in Hawaii. Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, Mr. 
Morgan (Dem.) of Alabama, said that 
a vast mount of silver money would 
be needed by this country in dealing 
with those countries. He was not pre- 
pared to say that all the islands 
named would be annexed by the 
United States, but it was absolutely 
certain that Cuba, Porto Rico 


the Philippines would never again pass 
under Spanish control. 

Mr. Chandler, after explaining 
position withdrew his amendment, as 
he had no desire, he said, to impede 
the progress of the War Revenue Bill. 

A passage at arms, more sensational 
than any incident that has occurred 
in the Senate since the adoption of 
the Cuban resolutions, occurred at this 
point between Mr. Allen (Pop.) of Ne- 
braska and Mr. Wolcott (Rep.) of Col- 
orado. 

In the course of some remarks on 
bimetallism Mr. Allen took a reminis- 
cent turn and discussed at length the 
work of the International Bimetallism 
Commission. He declared their work 
had been a failure, and that no good 
had ever been expected of it; that in- 
ternational bimetallism was a delusion 
and’a snare. An appropriation of $100,- 
000 had been made for the commission 
which had traveled throughout Europe 
on a mission which was feredoomed to 
failure. 

Mr. Wolcott, who was president of 
the Bimetallic Commission, listened at- 
tentively to Mr. Allen’s remarks. He 
was evidently indignant, and he took 
the floor to reply to his criticisms. 

“It is not pleasant,’”’ he began, ‘to 
a self-respecting man to meet such sug- 
gestions as have been made by the 
Senator from Nebraska. This debate 
has taken a turn which I deprecate, 
and I would not now occupy a moment 
of the Senate’s time, which ought to be 
devoted to the consideration of the 
pending bill, were it not that I desire 
to inform the Senator from Nebraska 
that the three commissioners appointed 
by the President spent’ more than six 
months in Europe, traveling where their 
duties took them. They were accom- 
panied by a secretary, and the entire 
expense of the work accomplished was 
only $16,000. And I desire to add that 
every member of the commission, in 
accepting the appointment and per- 
forming his duties, sacrificed thousands 
of dollars. 

“It is undignified and unbefitting a 
Senator of the United States to stand 
in his place on this floor and suggest 
that the commission spent money it 
was not justified in spending. I am 
getting tired,’’ continued Mr. Wolcott, 
“of hearing that sort of suggestions 
from the Senator from Nebraska. Itis 
not the first, second or the third time 
he has thrown them out. Through 
him they are being circulated in the 
West by means of ‘the patent insides’ 
which constitute the bone and sinew 
and most of the brains of the Populist 
party. 

“TIT suppose that at some cross-roads 
in Nebraska where nothing is known of 
Europe, except that it is on the map 
of the world, some people of the Sena- 
tor’s kind have gotten together and re- 
solved that no country except’ the 
United States is enlightened enough 
to have ideas on the money’ question. 


They are not aware that the eater 
leaders of thought in England, ance 
and Germany favored bimetallism 


more than a quarter of a century before 
the Populist party or the Senator from 
Nebraska was ever heard of. For- 
tunately, however, the bimetallists of 
Europe are not hampered in their work 
by long-haired cranks, who clog the 
progress of enlightened financial legis- 
lation in this country.” 

“The experiment which is now being 
tried in India,” continued Mr. Wolcott, 
“in my opinion, not only of the bimetal- 
lists of the world, but also of nine- 
tenths of the gold men of- London, 
where the situation has been carefully 
studied, will result in absolute and en- 
tire failure. It .will be impossible to 
impose the gold standard upon the peo- 
ple of India. In the face of this con- 
ceded fact, I say he is an enemy and 
not a friend of bimetallism who stands 
up in this presence and talks about in- 
ternational bimetallism being a delu- 
sion and a snare. And yet it appears 
that he has no argument to present, 
except that embodied in the statement 
—untrue, unpleasant and undignified— 
that the Bimetallic Commission took 
a large sum of money and squandered 
RE 

Mr. Allen made a very brief reply to 
Mr. Wolcott, speaking calmly and 
coolly. He explained that he had not 
charged the commission with extrava- 
gance or with having squandered the 
money appropriated. What he did say, 
he insisted, was that the appropriation 
was made when it was evident that the 
effort to be made would be a failure. 
He contended, therefore, that the 
money should not have been expended 
at all. Yet, because he had held that 
belief, and held it now, he was, he said, 
made the subject of the Colorado Sen- 
ator’s sophomoric Phillipics. He was 
not, he concluded, afraid of the Sen- 
ator (Wolcott) in the Senate or else- 
where. 

An effort was then made by Mr. Al- 
lison to effect an arrangement whereby 
a vote might be taken this evening, but 
it was unsuccessful. The consensus of 
opinion was that an adjournment un- 
til tomorrow would facilitate the final 
disposition of the measure. After agree- 
ing to meet at 11 o’clock tomorrow, the 
Senate, at 6 o’clock, went into execu- 
tive session and soon afterward ad-

HOUSE.—The House today consumed 
much time, but without result, consid- 
ering a bill to authorize the President 
to restore to his rank and duty Maj. Jo- 
seph W. Wham, paymaster of the army, 
who was suspended in 1890 on half pay 
until 1904, through court-martial pro- 
ceedings and executive action. 

Forty-nine private pension and relief 
bills were passed and at 2:40 o’clock the 
House took a recess until 8 p.m. 

The evening session was devoted to 
bills granting pensions. and correcting 
military records. Among those favor- 
ably acted upon was one pensioning 
Nancy Berger of Pennsylvania, the 
widow, 105 years of age, of a soldier 
of 1812. More than sixty bills were con- 
sidered. It being considered as probably 
the last pension session of the present 
session of Congress, there was a great 
struggle of members to have their re- 
spective measures taken up. 

WHEN THE BILL COMES BACK.

HISTORIC FLAGS. _~ 


War Department Has Ten Recap- 
tured in the Rebellion. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, June 3.—In the Housé 

Mr. Alexander of 
of Representatives, Mr. 4 
New York asked for and obtaine 
unanimous consent for consideration 
ef a bill for restoration . to the au- 
thorities of that State, of the flag of 
the One Hundred and Fourth Volun- 
teer Infantry, says the Washington 
correspondent of the Tribune. The bill 
Was passed by a unanimous vote 

The flag has been in the custody of 
the War Department since the close of 
the civil war. It was captured by 
Confederate troops, recaptured by Un- 
ion troops and deposited in the War 
Department. It is a United States flag, 
inscribed “Wadsworth Guards.” The 
history of its capture and recapture is 
not found in the records of the Was 
Department. 

In the collection of recaptured United 
States flags'‘in that department, there 
are nine other flags and colors which 
belonged to New York regiments, The 
first is a regimental guidon of the 
Second New York State Militia; the 
second is the State colors of the 
Twelfth Regiment, New York Volun- 
teers, inscribed “Presented by the 
City of New York;” the third is the 
United States flag of the One Hun- 
dred n Fifth Regiment, New 
York Volunteers, inscribed “Shepard’s 
Rifles;’"’ the fourth is the regimental 
guidon of the Sixty-sixth New York 
State Volunteers, “Captured by Gen. 
Jeb Stewart's Cavalry at Brandy Sta- 
tion;”’ the fifth is the flag of an Irish 
brigade, “Captured at the battle of 
Fredericksburg by Gen. Anderson;” the 
sixth is the regimental flag of the 
Ninty-second Volunteers, inscribed “Ex- 
celsior;” the seventh is the 
States flag of the Ninety-sixth Vol- 
unteers; the eighth is the regimental 
flag of the One Hundred and Third 
Regiment, New York Volunteers, in- 
scribed “Presented by the City of New 
York.” This flag was captured by 
William W. Athey, lieutenant Co. Cc. 
Eighteenth Regiment, Virginia Infan- 
try, at the battle of Sharpsburg, Md., 
September 18, 1862, The ninth is the 
regimental flag of the One Hundred 
and Thirteenth New York Volunteers, 
inscribed “Excelsior.” 


REPORT POSITIVELY DENIED. 


American Representatives Were not 
Insulted at the Reichstag.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—A report wag 
printed and circulated in the public 
press several weeks ago that at the 
final session of the German Reichstag

It is posi- 
tively stated by Ambassador White 
that the yery opposite occurred and 
the utmost cordiality was shown to the 
representatives of this government, as 
has been uniformly the case on all 
public and ceremonial occasions. 


CASES OF YELLOW JAOK. 


Two Developed an the Garrick en 
Route from South America, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, June 3.—Two cases of 
yellow fever developed on board the 
Lamport & Bolt steamer Garrick on 
her voyage from South American 
ports, which terminated here today. 
Fireman Wilhelm Collins died of the 
fever May 12 and was buried at Vic- 
toria. At Bahia, May 17, Y. Hansen, a 
seaman was taken ill, but recovered, 


and on the arrival of the Garrick here 


he was sent to Swinburn Island to con- 
valesce. Capt. Black of the steamer 
Hogarth, who was left in the hospital 
at Santos, ill of yellow fever, died on 
May 27, according to the report brought 
by the Garrick.

The boys say that in many of the 
towns they were treated most outra- 
geously by the restaurant keepers and 
fruit and pastry venders, in some 
cases as much as 60 cents being 
charged for a pie or a loaf of bread. 
The simple fact is that the boys were 
robbed in the most barefaced manner. 
Hungry and worn out, they were com- 
pelled to purchase at the prices de- 
manded by the contemptible jackals 
who were preying on their necessities, 
or go without. This sort of thing can 
easily be prevented if the local Red 
Cross societies meet the trains at the 
stations and supply the boys with cof- 
fee and sandwiches, and if some of the 
towns are tco small to be able to donate 
supplies, ail could be sent from other 
places. At all events, the robbery of 
the young patriots should cease.”

WORKING THE WAR, 


SOLICITORS SUSPECTED OF SWIND- 
LING OPERATIONS. 


They Levy an Imagioary War Tax 
on Chinese Merchants and Give 
Fake Receipts According to the 
Story of an Interpreter. 


C. O. Johnson, an advertising solici- 
tor, was arrested by detectives yes- 
terday on suspicion of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. He 
is employed by the Los Ange- 
les Directory Company, for whom 
he secures subscriptions to the direc- 
tory, and also advertisements, his 
route for canvassing lying through 
Chinatown and vicinity. According to 
Chan Kin Sing, a Chinese interpreter 
living at No. 455 North Los Angeles 
street, Johnson and his partner, for 
whom the police are looking, went 
among the Chinese representing them- 
selves to be United States internal 
revenue agents. They explained to his 
countrymen, Chan says, that the gov- 
ernment had declared a war tax, and 
that the President of this country had 
commissioned them to collect from 
each Chinese a.sum of money varying 
from $3 upward, which was to go to- 
ward the purposes of this fund. 

The Chinese showed their love for 
the country they are living and thriv- 
ing in, by donating many hundred dol- 
lars, and Chan says Johnson and his 
partner received no refusals. John- 
son, it.seems, was supplied with a 
pad of contract blanks used by the 
directory company, and in lieu of gen- 
uine receipts he gave these contract 
blanks filled out. There is one on ex- 
hibition in Chief Glass’s office, but so 
awkward are the hieroglyphics that 
not a single stroke can be construed to 
represent arfy letter of the alphabet. 

It is thought that Johnson and his 
pal have been “grafting’’ this way all 
the week, and that they have secured 
a large sum of money. The business 
manager of the directory company 
says Johnson is a young man from the 
East, and “pretty bright.” His part- 
ner, the police say, is F. D. Farwell, 
who was also supposed to be doing 
business for his empléyers, instead of 
for himself. It is thought Farwell 
is yet in this city.

COMMITTEE ON LIGHTS WILL 
FINISH ITS REPORT TODAY. 


What is Intended in the Proposed 
Changes—A Grateful Property- 
owner=—Firemen’s Vacations. 


A COLORED GIRL BURGLAR. 


BE. PERRIN IN DISTRESS AT BREACH 
OF CONTRACT. 


Pablic Administrator Kelsey Will 
Handle the Bassett Estate—Street 
Railroads Contending for 
Priority Rights. 


The Committee on Gas and Lights 
will decide today just what it will re- 
port to the City Council Monday on the 
matter of the proposed changes in the 
lighting system, and the proposed mu- 
nicipal ownership of poles and wires 
by the city. Statistics are being gath- 
ered from eastern cities for use by the 
Councilmen. Representatives of the 
several electric light companies will 
probably attend today’s commiitee 
meeting. 

J. A. Henderson owns one of the 
buildings partially burned during the 
Los Angeles-street fire last Saturday, 
and has sent $100 to Chief Moore to be 
placed in the firemen’s relief fund. 

The Board of Public Works is to 
make an inspection of the proposed 
changes in the Pasadena Boulevard. 
The members will be accompanied by 
representtives of the General Boule- 
vard Committee. 

Officers who serve at the camming 
election of freeholders must be owners 
of realty. Preparations for the election 
have almost been completed. 

The cost of the recent bond election 
was more than $600. The election offi- 
cers who served on that occasion were 
paid yesterday. 

Permission to cut through the sur- 
face of Main street at Fifth was re- 
quested of the Street Superintendent's 
department yesterday by the Los An- 
geles Railway Company and refused. 

The ever-recurring water question is 
again to the front in the suit brought 
by E. Perrin against the Pomona Land 
and Water Company. The point of is- 
sue is that one inch of water under a 
four-inch pressure was guaranteed, and 
this had dwindled to  one-fiftieth 
of one inch, in consequence, as it is al- 
leged, of the defendant diverting the 
head flow elsewhere. 

Mrs. Erolina J. Goodwin, who at 
one time won notoriety by attempting 
to kill a prominent citizen in this city, 
revived old memories yesterday when 
she obtained her divorce in Judge 
Shaw's department. 

The Bassett estate in this State will 
be in the hands of the Public Admin- 
istrator. Judge Clark has so decided,

NEW LIGHTING PLANS. 


IMPORTANT COMMITTER MEETING 
TO BE HELD TODAY. 


How Eastern Cities Have Reduced 
the Price of Lights—Firemen’s 
Relief-fuerd Contribution—Boule- 
vard Changes. 


Just what will be reported to the 
City Council Monday with reference 
to the proposed establishment of a 
city lighting system owned by the 
tity, will be finally determined at an 
important meeting of and 
Light Committee of the Council to be 
held today. At the meting held Thurs- 
day, the plans were discussed and 
were referred to the City Attorney's 
department for the preparation of spe- 
cifications, upon which bids will be 
asked on several propositions. The 
only opposition that has developed 
among the Councilmen to the plan 
is from Councilman Blanchard, and he 
says he will not oppose it if satis- 
fied that the plan was beneficial to 
the city. 

The plan which most of the Council- 
men are most desirous of trying is that 
of the city’s erecting its own wires 
and poles and letting to contract the 
furnishing of power sufficient to light 
the city. If there is no reduction in 
the price of lights under the existing 
system, it is more than probable that 
this new plan will be tried. It is now 
certain that under the new contract, 
which, however, does not begin until 
the first of next year, there will be a 
much larger number of lights in use 
than are furnished at present. The 
demands that are made upon the 
Councilmen for lights by their constit- 
uents are numerous, and it has about 
been decided that more lights will be 
ddded to the contract. 

There are several reasons, other than 
that of trying the new plan, for adver- 
tising for bids for a contract that does 
not expire for more than six months. 
The chief of these is that if the pres- 
ent contracting company is underbid, 
the successful bidder will have suffi- 
cient time to install a system of poles 
and wires sufficient to fulfill the con- 
tract. There has been no expressed 
Gesire on part of the Councilmen to 
oppose the old company, but their pur- 
pose is rather to give the city the bene- 
fit of competition which would be cer- 
tain to result in a reduction in the 
price of lights. That the city is pay- 
ing more at present than it would have 
to pay were there two or more com- 
peting companies in the field, is the 
universal opinion among the Council- 
men, and the present efforts are to 
place all the companies on an even 
basis in the matter. 

Statistics are being obtained from 
other cities for use in determining the 
course of the Councilmen in the light- 
Ing matter. Those who favor munici- 
pal ownership of the poles and wires 
and the letting to contract of the fur- 
nishing of the lamps and current are 
using the experience of the city” of 
Rockford, Ill., to support their position. 
In a lengthy paper published in City 
Government, a New York publication 
devoted; to municipal affairs, Mayor 
John MacVicar, president of the 
League of American Municipalities, 
has this to say of what was done by 
the city of Rockford: 


“About two years ago Rockford em-. 


ployed an engineer to make estimates, 
plans and specifications for a munici- 
pal lighting plant. The city had been 
paying their local company inthe 
neighborhood of $125 per annum for 
each 2000-candle power arc lamp burn- 
ing all and every: night. Bids were 


i received, and a contract about to be 


Mentered into for the erection of a 


» 


municipal plant, when the local com: | 


pany, having exhausted every means 
at hand to defeat the project, appeared 
before the City Council and asked 
that the city abandon its intention of 
building a municipal plant, and award 
to it the contract for lighting at rates 
estimated: by the City to be 
the cost of producing lights under 
municipal ownership, namely $56 per 
lamp. The city preferring to own its 
own pole line, contracted with the old 
company for $52 per 2000-candle power 
arc lamp burning all and every night. 
The contract is for a term of five 
years, with the privilege of an addi- 
tional five years if the city so desires. 

In the same paper, Mayor Mac- 
Viear tells how by similar means his 
own city, Des Moines, secured a reduc- 
tion from $126 and $96 to $75 and $65 
per lamp. The City Council is not 
disposed to adopt any measure without 
at the same time giving all companies 
a chance to bid upon lighting the city 
under the terms of the present con- 
tract. with aditional lights. It is ex- 
pected that representatives of the 
various companies will be in attendance 
at today’s meeting of the Gas and 
Light Committee to state what can be 
done. 


DENIED THE PETITION. 


Majority Protest as Effective Now 
as Later. 

The regular session of the Board - 
Public Works yesterday was not - 
long duration, only @ few matters aay’ 
ing been referred to it, which were 
ready for action. The matter of the 
petition for the improvement of Palm 
avenue, between Pico and Fourteenth 
streets. was taken up. The petition 
asked for a complete improvement of 
the street, but at the last meeting of 
the Council a protest against it, signed 
by the owners of a majority of the 
frontage, was presented. Under the 
rules, the protests need not have been 
considered until later, but it would 
have been just as effective then as 
now, and the board decided to save the 
expense of beginning proceedings for 
the improvement. The recommenda- 
tion was therefore made to the Council 
that the petition be denied. 

Several property-owners interested in 
the condition of the grade. of the 
Southern Pacific tracks at Workman 
street appeared before the board to 
ascertain why nothing had been done 
about the matter. The members of the 
board had visited the place about two 
weeks ago, accompanied by the City 
Engineer and representatives of the 
railroad company. It was discovered 
that it would be easier to change the 
grade of the street slightly than to 
lower the tracks of the railroad, and 
the company agreed to bear the ex- 
pense of the change. In order to 
change a street grade a petition from 
the property-owners is necessary, and 
this was explained to them. They 
agreed to the change, and the board 
again referred the matter {o the City 
Engineer's department to prepare the 


description necessary to legalize the 
change. 


MUST OWN PROPERTY. 


Officers of the Freeholders’ Election 
Must Be Taxpayers. 

The City Clerk has a number of ex- 
tra deputies at work preparing the reg- 
isters for the tunnel bond election and 
the election of freeholders who will 
frame the new city charter. The work 
Which these deputies are performing is 
most difficult, although it was greatly 
simplified by the recent bond election, 
and much of the work done prior to 
that election can be used again. 

The final ordinance calling the free- 
holders’ election wil] be adopted by the 
City Council at its next regular meet- 
ing. In this election care must be exer- 
cised Un the selection of the officers of 
election, and few of the professional 
election officers will be eligible. The 
law requires that each of them must 
be an owner of realty in order to be 
qualified. The lists of election officers 
for both elections must be included in 
the final ordinances for each. 


REBATE OF PENALTY. 


A Property-owner Who Could not 
Pay Taxes in Time. 

Mrs. Jennie Hogaboom has filed a 
petition to the City Council in the office 
of the City Clerk, asking that the 
amount which she paid as penalty on 
her second installment of city taxes be 
returned to her. The petition explains 
that the property was erroneously as. 
sessed to A. Jones, and while it was 
known that some such mistake had 
been made, and an effort was made to 
locate it, the description of her prop- 
erty on the books of the Tax Collector 
could not be found until after the time 
for the payment of taxes expired. The 
penalty therefore accrued, although she 
had tendered an amount sufficient to 
meet the payment in time to escape the 
penalty of 10 per cent. The fault was 
not with the Tax Collector, who had 
no option in the matter, but was re- 
quired to collect the penalty as well as 
the taxes. 

This statement of fact was certified 
to in the petition by the Tax Collector, 


and the petition will probably be 
granted. 


SUBSTANTIAL APPRECIATION, 


A Property-owner’'s Contribution to 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 

Appreciating the work done by the 
fire department in saving his building 
at the Los Angeles-street fire last 
Saturday, J. A. Henderson has con- 
tributed $100 to the Fire Department 
Relief Fund.

WHAT THE ELECTION COST. 


Officers Patd for Their Services and 
Other Claims Settled. 

The City Auditor was kept busy 
yesterday issuing the salary warrants 
for May to the members of the police 
and fire departments and to the officers 
of election for their services at the re- 
cent bond election. 

The election cost the city more than 
$600. To the officers of election $365 
was paid and $120 to extra clerks in the 
City Clerk's office for services in pre- 
paring the registers. The rent paid 
for use of election places was $35. The 
ballot paper, of which there is still a 
large quantity on hand, cost the city 
$52.50. There were a number of other 
expenses which have not been pre- 


sented which will bring the total well 
up above $600. 


Vacations Begin June 20. 

4 bulletin has been posted in the fire 
department headquarters and in all the 
engine-houses which will please the 
members of that department. It 
states that vacations of firemen will 
begin June 20. This year the list of 
firemen will be made up in reverse al- 
phabetical order, and beginning with 
the Z's the members will be allowed 
their usual time off in parties of ten un- 
til the entire list is completed. 


PERMISSION REFUSED. 


Cannot Cut the Surface of 
Street at Fifth Street. 


The Los Angeles Railway Company 
applied to the Street Supexintendent’s 
office yesterday for permission to cut 
through the new surface of Main street 
at the intersection with Fifth, in order 
that a portion of their conduit system 
could be laid there. This company will 
use a portion of the conduit of the San 
Gabriel Electric Company, but at Fifth 


their own conduit for their feed wire, 
the other company not having used a 
portion of that street. They desired 
only to cut a narrow trench across the 
surface of Main street, but the request 
was refused. It will be possible for the 
company to tunnel under the street, 
and that course will probably be fol- 
lowed. Street Superintendent Drain 
declares that no person will secure per- 
mission from him to cut into the new 
surface of the street and.that the City 
Council only can grant such requests. 


Protests Agninat Sewers. 


A numerously-signed protest against 
the proposed sewering of Summit ave- 
nue was filed in the City Clerk’s office 
yesterday afternoon. The property- 
owners, a majority of whom are repre- 
sented on the protest, state that, in 
their opinion, the sewer is not neces- 
sary. The proposed sewer is one of 
those about which there was quite a 
contest in the City Council some time 
ago. Unlike street improvements, the 
City Council can, in sewer matters, or- 
der the work in spite of majority pro- 
tests. 

A protest was also filed against the 
proposed sewering of Twenty-eighth 
street between Maple avenue and San 
Pedro street, the same reasons being al- 
leged. This protest bears more signa- 
tures than the other. ;

A WATERLESS EDEN. 


¥S HE HAS BEEN DE- 
‘RAUDED. 


E. PERRIN 5 


A Pomona Company Guaranteed Him 
a Water Supply, and Then 
Tapped it to the Detriment of 
His Property. 


It takes a moderately clever man to 
accurately estimate the value of any 
piece of land, but when it comes to 
estimating the amount percolating 
along subterranean paths, the wisest is 
at fault, and so Ephraim Perrin of Po- 
mona has found out. 

He has a grievance against the Po- 
mona Land and Water Company, and 
in bringing suit against the corporation 
he tells how he thought he was get- 
ting a rural Eden, when as a matter 
of subsequent fact, he was getting 
merely a piece of land that was des- 
ert without water. Some years ago Per- 
rin entered into a contract with the 
land and water company by virtue of 
which he got ten acres of land in lot 1], 
block 8, of the San Antonio tract, with 
100 shares of the Del Monte Irrigation 
Company’s stock, which entitled him to 
one inch of water, under a four-inch 
pressure. He, on his side, stipulated to 
pay $500 down, and the balance at 
stipulated intervals until the full 
amount of $1500 should be paid, with 
any interest that might accrue. 

Perrin pleads guilty of not being very 
smari, and says he was a stranger, and 
the Pomona company took him in by 
the representations made. Anyway, he 
was anxious to call his place his very 
own, waved some of the time for pay- 
ment, and paid down in addition to the 
$500 already paid, the sum of $1175, 
making a total of $1675.40. He put up 
buildings, planted fruit trees, after 
grading the land, and in all made im-. 
provements which he _ estimates at 
$2000. And now he finds that there is a 
possibility of the place drifting to the 
eternal bow-wows for lack of water. 
The one inch of water under a four.- 
inch pressure, Perrin contends, is a 
myth, and he is getting for his 100 
shares of water stock about a one-fif- 
tieth of one inch only. 

He claims that in order’ that 100 
shares of water stock shall represent 
one inch, the water controlled by the 
Del Monte company. should be 210 
inches, while as a matter of fact the 
actual flow has varied during the years 
since the contract was made bv him, 
and has diminished very decidedly. In 
August, 1895, the flow was 207 inches, 

while tn August, 1896, it fell to 3! 
inches, and this serious diminution Per- 
rin claims was caused by the company 
diverting the water and dispersing cf 
it in such a way that the original flow 
cannot be maintained. One inch of 
water under a four-inch pressure ir 
alleged to be worth $2250, but plaintif’ 
claimis he is getting only one-fiftieth 
of this amount, and during 1896-97 was 
denied the use of all water unless he 
paid certain pretended assessments. 
These he paid under protest. rather 
than let his ranch be destroyed. But he 
was disgruntled and offered to reconve* 
his property and shares of water stock 
hack to the Pomona Land and Water 
Company, but was met with a prompt 
refusal. In such case Perrin considers 
that he has suffered damages to the 
extent of $4271.64, and has brought su!t 
to have the maiter properly adjudi- 
cated.

A CRUEL HUSBAND. 


The “Spanish Beauty” Granted a 
Divorce Yesterday. 

The divorce suit of Erolinda J. Goo4- 
win against Barnard Edward Goodwin 
came to trial yesterday before Judge 
Shaw, and an old-time interest attaches 
to the plaintiff in the case. Mrs. Good. 
win was not uncommonly known as the 
“Spanish Beauty,” and the charms that 
won the soubriquet have by no means 
yet disappeared. But the hot blood of 
the South that courses through her 
veins has at least one one occasion 
prompted her to imprudent action. It 
is about thirteen years ago that Mrs. 
Goodwin—that not being her name at 
that time, however—had trouble with 
a rather well-known citizen, and at- 
tempted to shoot him in the postoffice 
building. 

The testimony yesterday showed that 
the parties to the suit were married in 
May 1896. At the beginning of this 
year the husband’s cruelty assumed an 
acute form, and one day while his wife 
was at the dressmaker’s he met her 
there, and, lifting his fist, struck here 
there several times. One night, too, 
while Mrs. Goodwin was lying ill at the 
home on Banning street, he came home 
drunk and threw her and her fourteen- 
year-old daughter Loretta out into the 
street in their nightclothes. The streets 
were wet and muddy, but they had 
to make their way to Mr. Goodwin's 
brother’s home on Brooklyn Heights. 

The house and furniture on Banning 
street are the separate property of Mrs. 
Goodwin, and so a few days after she 
and her daughter Loretta (daughter by 
a previous husband) had been thrown 
out they returned, but only to meet 
new cruelties at the hands of the de- 
fendant. Upon this showing Judge 
Shaw ordered a decree entered for the 
plaintiff. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR’S PLUM. 


Letters Granted in the Valuable Bas- 
sett Estate. 

The curious complications in the 
matter of the estate of O. T. Bas- 
sett, who carried on a large business 
at El Paso, Tex., had large lumber 
interests at San Pedro, a ranch at 
Gardena, and considerable’property of 
various kinds, has resulted in letters 
being granted to the Public Adminis- 
trator in preference to L. W. Blinn 
of the Blinn Lumber Company. 

The deceased died at El Paso on 
June 2 of this year, leaving a large 
and valuable estate, the larger por- 
tion being in the State of Texas. He 
left one son of the age of 17 years, 
and the court appointed C. E. More- 
head of El Paso guardian of his per- 
son and estate. Later the court of 
Los Angeles county appointed L. W. 
Blinn guardian of the estate of Charles 
N. BasSett in this State. Then Blinn 
petitioned for letters of administration 
upon the estate of the deceased in 
this State, and the petition was con- 
tested by the Public Administrator. 

After reviewing the provisions of the 
code, Judge Clark, in an _ =,opinion 
handed down, draws attention to the 
fact that the deceased, during the last 
four years repeatedly made statements 
to persons at El Paso that his home 
was in Los Angeles, and for that rea- 
son he could not vote in Texas, and 
was exempt from jury duty there. 
When he purchased the Gardena 
rench he frequently spoke of it as his 
home, but never did make his home 
there. On the contrary, he quite fre- 
quently claimed to be a resident of 
El Paso, and in the legal documents 
he executed hé caused himself to be 
described as of El Paso, and in Octo- 
ber, 1897, registered at a hotel in this 
city as a, resident of El Paso. While 
asserting to a friend in El Paso, who 
solicited his political support, that he 
could not vote there, as he was a 
resident of Los Angeles, yet he never 
registered, or qualified as a voter here. 
The major portion of Mr. Bassett’'s 
time. however, was spent at El Paso, 
the business that he conducted there 
for seventeen or eighteen years he 
continued without change up to the 
time of his death, and he died there. 

“The residence of one being fixed,” 
says the corrt, “the presumption is 
that it remains unchanged: and the 
residence of the deceased having been 
fixed for many years at El Paso, the 
court cannot presume or find that it 
was changed to this State upon evi- 
dence of such inconsistent and conflict- 
ing acts and declarations. . The 
court has no discretion in the prem- 
ises. The right of the Public Admin- 
istrator to letters is paramount, anda 
his petition must be granted.” 


MUST STAND TRIAL. 


Assistant District-Attorney Williams 
Gets His Back Up. 

Considerable pressure has been 
brought to bear to have the charge of 
extortion against J. P. Hoffman dis- 
missed, and yesterday morning Deputy 
District Attorney McComas made a mo- 
tion in Department One, before Judge 
Allen, sitting for Judge Smith, that 
such disposition of the case be made. 
Judge Allen didn’t know anything about 
it, and so he continued the matter until 
2 o'clock, when it was expected Judge 
Smith would be present upon his return 
from the north. 

Sure enough at 2 o’clock Judge Smith 
took his seat upon the bench, and the 
Hoffman case was called. Attorney 
Ladd bobbed up and said the District 
Attorney's office had consented to have 
the case dismissed, and a motion to 
that effect had been made in the morn- 
ing by Mr. McComas. 

Assistant District Attorney Williams 
had his head bent over in consultation, 
for the Isabelle Knowles case was about 
to come to trial. 

“How's that, Brother Williams,” 
queried the court, “is this Hoffman case 
to be dismissed?” 


“No, no, certainly not, Your Honor’ 


answered Mr. Williams, as he raised his 
head and a look of bewilderment ap- 
peared on his face. Mr. Ladd thought 
the prosecuting attorney misunderstood, 
and that he imagined a proposal had 
been made to dismiss the Knowles case, 
so he proceeded to enlighten him. That, 
hewever, simply sufficed to make Mr. 
Williams pugnacious, for he informed 


the court that there seemed a great 
anxiety on the part of some pedple to 
have the case dismissed, but so far as 
he was concerned he intended to prose- 
cute it. That ended the matter and the 
case will now come to trial. 

Hoffman is the man who went to 
Simon Maier and tried to blackmail him 
out of $500, under a threat that he 
would accuse him of selling unwhole- 
some meat. The police were informed 
and watched while Mr. Maier appar- 
ently acquesced in the demand and paid 
over the money demanded. 


A PRIORITY RIGHT. 


Traction Company Wants Right-of- 
way on Main Street. 


The suit of the Main Street and 
Agricultural Park Railroad Company 
against the Los Angeles Company was 
before Judge Van Dyke yesterday for 
argument. The point at issue in the 
suit is one of priority in running over 
a small piece of track on Main street 
which connects West with East Third 
street. The Traction Company has 
seven crossings with the Los Angeles 
Railway Company’s lines in the city, 
and by written agreement the Los An- 
geles Company has right of way on 
four of these and the Tractidn Com- 
pany on three. 

The present case is complicated 
somewhat by the fact that when the 
Traction Company built its road _ it 
bought an interest in this piece of 
Main street track, and it is the con- 
tention now that it is practically a 
tenant In common, so far as the strip 
of track is concerned, with the Main- 
street line. That being conceded, the 
Traction people argue that the court 
has no right to restrain by injunction, 
or give one road priority over the 
other. 

The law firm of Bicknell, Gibson & 
Trask is representing the Main-street 
line, and Mr. mme the Traction Com- 
pany. The question raised is a new 
one, for the law permits one company 
eto use the track of another company 
for a distance of five blocks upon pay- 
ing the proportion of construction, 
cost and of maintenance.

Suit Over Valuable Land

The bill recites that the defendant 
claims some interest in the land or 
some part thereof, but such claim is 
entirely without right; prays that de- 
fendant may be required to set forth 
the nature of his claim; prays 
that the complainant ‘may be 
declared owner of the land, and 
that pending the final determination 
of this action, defendant may be en- 
joined from entering on the premises.

NEW FREIGHT RATES. 
Street Railroad Bonds—The Ogden 
Gateway Open. 


News is received from the Western 
Traffic Association that the new 
schedules made at Milwaukee on west- 
bound freight will be operative on 
and after the 25th inst. 

The rates as arranged here referred 
to were published in this department 
several days ago. 

Most of the roads shut out of the cut 
rates on second-class eastbound pas- 
senger traffic have nothing now to re- 
port, except to say, ““‘Wait; come in 
and see us tomorrow.” 

Last “Saturday, Sunday and Monday 
700 people went to the top of Mt. Lowe, 

Some days ago this department pub- 
lished a clipping from the New York 
Railroad Gazette as to a reorganiza- 
tion of the bonds of the Los Angeles 
Street Railroad. Inquiry on that head 
at the office of this city elicited a denial 
of any knowledge of any such plan, 

Yesterday morning a telegram from 
San Francisco gave further information 
about the matter with minute details 
of the plan. Inquiry here is answered 
by the game general denial of any 
knowledge of the deal. 

The two electric roads running out 
of this city to Santa Monicaeyesterday 
filed articles of consolidation. One 
goes by Bellevue and Colegrove to 
Sherman, the other by Sixteenth street 
to the same point, where a transfer of 
passengers is made. They have al- 
ways been practically the same in- 
terest, and the consolidation is more 
formal than real. The name will be 
the Los Angeles-Pacific Company of 
California. Bonds to the amount of 
$1,000,000 will be issued, $750,000 to 
take up the bonds of the Pasadena and 
Pacific Railroad Company of Arizona, 
and $250,000 to be used in improving 
and extending the lines. 

Late yesterday D. W. Hitchcock, 
general agent of the Union Pacific at 
San Francisco, wired here that an 
arrangement had been made by which 
the Ogden “Gateway” had been opened 
so as to let in on the second-class 
cut rate business the Central Pacific to 
Ogden, the Union Pacific thence to the 
Missouri River, and the Northwestern 
and the Nickel Plate from there to 
Chicago, St. Paul and all points east of 
Chicago. The rates are to be the same 
as heretofore published by other lines, 
To the San Francisco rate is to be 
added the regular fare of $12 from this 
city to that point. This is the same 
rate as the Santa Fé is selling at today, 
but this last-named road is selling 
tickets good from tomorrow, while this 
new Ogden arrangement will not be 
operative before next Wednesday, the 
8th inst.

Grand Marshal Holabird Forced to 
Resign Because of Ill Health.

The Fourth of July celebration Exec- 
utive Committee met yesterday after- 
noon, and transacted a large amount 
of necessary work. The only draw- 
back, and that a temporary one, is the 
resignation at this time of Grand Mar- 
shal Holabird.

The original committee and Grand 
Marshall will take immediate action 
in selecting another marshall. 

A communication was received and 
referred to the Fireworks Committee 


. from Will A. Wright, offering to put 


on a naval pageant at Westlake Park 
at 4 o’clock p.m. on the 4th of July, 
showing the bombardment of Manila, 
Cienfuegos, Porto Rico and Santi- 
ago de Cuba. The cost, he says, will 
be less than $100. 

Secretary Beebe reported that Coun- 
cil 1489, of The Royal Arcanum, in 
reply to the committee’s invitation, 
said that it was against the bylaws of 
the organization to turn out as a 
Council, but they would do so as in- 
dividuals. The same reply was received 
from the Los Angeles Orphans’ Home. 


The American Fraternal League, 
through the National Secretary, an- 
- noun its intention to turn out and 


assist in making the celebration a suc- 
cess. The Society of Colonial Wars,

Chairman Vetter of the Press Com- 
mittee reported at a meetiing held yes- 
terday, it was decided to have the 
secretary keep a book for reporters in 
. which he is to jot down each day mem. 
. oranda to be given out for publication, 
, touching the work done by the com- 
mittees and Grand Marshal. The com- 
mittee recommended that a one-col- 
umn advertisement be run in the four 
Los Angeles daily papers three or four 
days before the Fourth, and on that 
day, giving all necessary data re- 
garding the exercises, parade, line of 
march, etc. 

The committee also recommended 

‘that a circular letter be written to 
‘outside papers inclosing a stated sum 
to each, asking these papers to give 
the celebration all the advertising pos- 
sible. The committee asked for the 
‘sum of $100 to carry out these sug- 
‘gestions. The committee considered 
poster advertising in the city unneces- 
sary, as the railroads will attend to 
this along the line. The report of the 
committee was adopted. 

Mr. Todd reported from the Literary 
and Orator Committee, recommend- 
ing the securing of Hazard’s Pavilion 
for the afternoon meeting, Sixth Street 
Park to be used for an overflow, and 
one of the churches for a children’s 
meeting. He also reported that his 
committee had agreed upon Will A. 
Harris as orator of the day. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee acquiesced in these 
recommendations. 

The Music Committee, through Chair. 
man Silverwood, said letters had been 
sent to every band in Southern Cali- 
fornia asking their bids to furnish 
music. From the replies received the 
committee thought $3 per day a man 
would be the sum asked, besides trans- 
portation to Los Angeles and return for 
outside bands. 

When the Fireworks Committee was 
called Chairman Long said he had 
matters in such shape that it would 
take but a short time to complete the 
arrangements. Before going farther, 
however, he wanted to state that he 
thought Westlake Park a dangerous 
place in which to have the display. 
Since the last display there, a large 
number of houses had been built, which 
increased the danger from fire. One 
committeeman suggested Agricultural 
Park as the most available spot in 
the city for the display. At first it 
was not favorably considered, but 
later on it was thought better of, par- 
ticularly as there are three street-car 
lines and one railroad to the park. 
It was finally decided to allow Mr. 
Long a certain sum, and a committee 
consisting of Messrs. De Camp, Jones 
and Long will call on the four lines 
of transportation and ask them how 
much they will contribute to the cele- 
bration, the fireworks display to be 
held in Agricultural Park. 

Ad. Petsch, chairman of the Float 
Committee, has everything well in 
hand, and only awaits the action of the 
Committee of Thirty of La Fiesta, be- 
fore commencing work. He offered a 
suggestion as to a float which will 
— be taken up by some organ- 

ation. He suggests a man-of-war 
float built over one of the steam rollers 
owned by the city. The stack and es- 
caping steam would make it very re- 
alistic, particularly when moving along 
the street under its own steam. Can- 
non can be made from stove-pipe, and 
the float manned by boys, who will 
fire huge crackers in the improvised 
gee making a very effective dis- 
piay 

As soon as the Grand Marshal is ap- 
pointed the aides will be selected. 


INFORMATION FOR SAILORS. 


Probable Weather Conditions on the 
Pacific During June. 


The branch hydrographic office of the 
United States navy, with headquarters 
at San Francicso, has issued the fol- 
lowing forecast of wind and weather 
in the North Pacific Ocean for the cur- 
rent month: 

“Atmospheric equilibrium obtains in 
June more than any other month of the 
year. The .sub-chart of isobars and 
isotherms for this month shows an al- 
most permanent high, with center 
near lat, 40 deg. N., and long. 145 deg. 
W., slightly farther to the north and 
west than during May. This position 
of the high causes the limit of trade 
winds to extend farther to the north 
than during the preceding month. The 
northeast trades will be found blowing 
with an average force of 4 (Beaufort 
scale,) varying in direction from north 
northeast to northeast, with northern 
limit slightly north of the thirtieth 
parallel. West of the Hawalian Islands 
in the vicinity of the twentieth paralle] 
the winds will probably be from the 
east, while near the American coast 
within the trade-wind Hmit, northerly 
and northwesterly winds may be ex- 
pone instead of northeasterly winds. 

requent squalls may be expected near 
the Hawalian Islands, within the trade- 
wind limits. In the doldrums, or calm 
region between the trades, rain with 
frequent may be ex- 
calms light,

N., frequent gales, accompanied 
by rain, may be expected; less fre- 
uently, however, than during May. In 
the vicinity of the Aleutian Islands, and 
to the south, moderate to fresh south- 
erly or westerly winds will prevail. 

“Occasional barometric highs and 
lows cross this region. 

“Along the coast of Mexico and Cen. 
tral America heavy thunderstorms are 
likely to occur. 

“Fog and mist will be prevalent along 
the American coast north of lat. 30 deg, 

. Fog may also: be expected north 
of the fortieth parallel from the Amer- 
ican to the Asiatic coast, but with 
greater frequency nortn of the Japan 
stream. 

“The average low over Asia will have 
advanced somewhat this month, and 
consequently the southwest monsoon 
will be found to have set fn on the 
southeast coast of Asia, bringing with 
it the wet season and hot, sultry and 
rainy weather. 

“Typhoons are not frequently in the 
China seas during June, but they may 


occur toward the latter part of the 
month, first appearing to the eastward 
of the Philippine Islands. The paths 


of a few typical typhoons that have oc- 
curred during June in previous years 
are shown on the-chart issued by the 
rtment. 

he sub-chart shows the mean at- 
mospheric conditions at Greenwich mean 
noon for the month of June. Any iarge 
variation shows some disturbance, and 
may indicate a coming gale. 

“Some typical paths of low barometer 
that have occurred in June of: previous 
years and the average track of storms 
in the North Pacific Ocean extracted 
from a’publication of the United States 
Weather Bureau, dedueed from ten 
years’ observation, are shown on the 
chart. 

“The average storm track as shown 
across and near the Philippine Islands 
was extracted from a publication of the 
Manila Observatory. 

“The fishing banks, which are shown 
in green on the present issue of the 
North Pacific pilot chart, were compiled 
from the reports of the United States 
Fish Commission steamer Albatross 
and from other sources, and were tabu- 
lated and described in several previous 
issues of the pilot chart. 

“It is hoped that the masters of all 
fishing vessels will provide themselves 
with the Hydrographic Office blanks for 
recording weather reports and make the 
single daily observation. These vianks 
may be obtained from the Branch Hy- 
drographic Office at San Francisco, 
Portland or Port Townsend and can be 
forwarded free at any port in the 
United States or Canada, or through 
any United States Consul. Vessels un- 
provided with barometers can at least 
record the direction and force of the 
wind, which will be of use to the Hy- 
drographic Office.” 


WAR BOARD WORE. 


Relief Corps Representatives Added 
to the Woman’s Auxiliary. 

At a meeting of the War Board held 
yesterday afternoon, it was decided to 
add to the Woman’s Auxiliary to the 
War Board one representative of each 
of the Woman’s Relief Corps of this 
city. 

Mrs. Dr. Wilder has been selected to 
represent the Bartlett-Logan Corps, 
and Mrs. W. Egelhoff as representative 
from Uncle Sam Corps. The other two 
corps will select their representatives 
today 

At % o’clock this morning the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary will meet at the Hall of 
Industry, Nos. 38-142 South Main 
street, to decide upon the most effec- 
tive plan to procure at once the 1500 
additional bands necessary for the 
Los Angeles soldiers. In view of the 
near departure of the troops to the 
Philippine Jalands, it is necessary that 
the bands be secured at once, and each 
Relief Corps has guaranteed to con- 
tribute 150 of these articles as soon as 
they can be made. 

The War Board has decided to pur- 
chase medicated flannel at wholesale 
price and to have the material cut into 
bands, according to army regulations, 
These bands can be p ured from 
Secretary Zeehandelaar at the Hall of 
Industry at exact cost of the material, 
as Morris Cohn & Co. have agreed to 
cut the bands free of charge. The ma- 
terial, together with sample bands, will 
be available today at the office at the 
Hall of Industry. 

The Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion sent yesterday a large supply of 
good literature for the Los Angeles sol- 
diers, and many inquiries are made by 
ladies who desire to assist the War 
Board in its patriotic work to provide 
the local soldiers about to depart to 
the scene of action, with all the neces- 
sary articles they are allowed to Carry 
under army ations. 

Mrs. J. D. Stephens has accepted the 
chairmanship of the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary, and Miss Fannie Wills and Mrs. 
Whelpley have also agreed to serve On 
the board. 

Financial contributions to the war 
fund are being sent in daily, and will 
be acknowledged in the columns of The 
Times.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

NEW DISCOVERY IN SUGAR- 
MAKING. According to a Florida 
paper, the Times-Union, Prof. Sttock- 
bridge, the chemist of the Florida State 
Agricultural College, has made an im- 
portant discovery in regard to a new 
method of making sugar. The follow- 
ing facts, given by the journal referred 
to, are said to have been thoroughly 
tested by experts: 

“If the cane juice as it flows from 
the mill be filtered through common 
Spanish moss, green from the trees on 
Which it grows, and then boiled even in 
open iron vessel till crystallization oc- 
Cocs, the sugar wili drip white, in 
beautiful crystals, that need only to be 
crushed to make the ‘coffee sugar’ o° 
commerce. The color is slightly tinged 
with a cream tint, and it is sweeter 
than need be, but these come only from 
the absence of terra alba: 

“Now, in these facts, rightly used, 
there lies a declaration of independence 
for every Florida framer, and still an- 
other proof that brains applied in our 
climate and soil need pay no tribute 
to Cuba or Hawaii or any power or 
potentate on God's footstool. No new 
Principle is involved. Brown sugar is 
unsightly because it is not clarified— 
the moss is only the best clarifier for 
eliminating impurities and making a 
large per cent. of the sugar available 
ad household use in an agreeable 

™.”’ 


CEMENT. The eighteenth annual 
report of the director of the United 
States Geological Survey furnishes 
some figures of the increased produc- 
tion and consumption of cement in the 
United States. Going as far back as 
1895, it shows that the total production 
Was 990,324 barrels of Portland cement. 
The following year 1,548,023 barrels were 
produced, an increase of 552.699 barrels, 
or nearly 56 per cent. more than the 
Production of 1895. For 1897 it is ex- 
pected that the increase will be nearly 
at over 1896 as that year was over 


The chief matter of importance. as 
shown in the report, is that the total 
imports were less by 7798 barrels in 
1896 than in 1895. This is important as 
showing that the American article is 

ng preferred over the imported one. 

The cement made at Colton, in San 
Bernardino county, is largely used 
throughout the southwestern part of 
the country. It is claimed for this 
product that, while being much cheaper 
than Portland cement, it is superior in 
quality.

Dun’s Weckly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, June 3.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that May having been the first full month 
of actual war, the fact that failures in that 
month were smaller, even though but little, 
than in the corresponding month last year, 
and nearly 10 per cent. smaller than in May 
1896, is somewhat encouraging. the more be- 
cause a year ago the remarkable decrease in 
May gave proof of heavy improvement in 
business, which made the year so gratifying 
in general )reshltsy Large failures were 
eight in manufacturing, for $2,385,000 this 
year, against thirteen for $2,965,000 last year, 
and in trading five. for $90,000, against ten, 
for $1,577,077 in 1897. Hesitation in extend- 
ing usual credits soon after the war 
began naturally affected weak more than 
strong concerns but it soon gave place 
to steady and increasing confidence. 
Wheat dropped 74 cents from the highest 
point after the May deal culminated, and has 
since been weaker for July because of ac- 
counts promising an enormous crop. Those 
who were nearest the truth last year now 
predict about 700,000,000 bushels for 1898, and 
all accounts make acreage much larger and 
conditions much better than a year ago. 
But with $1.15 still paid for No, 2 red in ele- 
vator and a foreign demand taking 6,294,498 
bushels, flour included, from Atlantic ports 
for the week, against 2.165.787 last vear, and 
385.489 from Pacific ports, against 74.929 last 
year, the decline evidently hastened the 
marketing of surplus. and gives the new 
crop a better chance. It is not less surpris- 
ing that western receipts for the week were 
4.263.520 bushels, against 2.(99,795 last year. 
although the crop had been by some supposed 
to be almost exhausted, and corn receipts 
were also 7,076,491 bushels, against 6.116.523 
last year. Exports cf corn the week 
have been 4,881,821 bushels, against 1.926,5¢6 
bushels last year, and for the first time in 
their history exports of each grain have 
about reached 200,000,000 bushels in the same 
year.

somewhat larger demand for goods, in part 
from government orders, and are averaging 


about 1 per cent. better prices for goods than 
a month agg. There is not much demand 
for wool, which is still held in the main 
above the views of manufacturers, and prices 
have declined an average of ‘%c for the 
month. The iron and steel manufacturer 
leads all others in gain over previous years, 
its consumption of pig being apparently more 
than a million tons per month, or 228,000 
fons each week, against 170,780 tons per week 
in May, 1892, an Inerease of 33.6 per cent. 
Works beyond the Alleghenies are crowded 
with business, and while some eastern con- 
cerns are running part time, mostly bar 
mills, the government demand is felt most 
in this section. Above all others insignifi- 
cance is the wholly unprecedented demand 
on the agricultural implement works, which 
throws in the shade all their past orders, 
while the plate and rail manufacturers are 
beating all records, partly with foreign or- 
ders, one for Canada having been placed at 
Chicago for 12,000 tons. Structural work is 
very heavy, the West furnishing a large 
share of it, and in sheet bars and rods for 
fencing the orders are large. Prices of pig 
have been somewhat strengthened by the 
cnormous buying orders for Bessemer and

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, June 3.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
ow will say the general business situation 
might well he expressed by the sing!s word, 
“ecrops.”’ Certainly the very flattering cut- 
look reported in nearly all the crain grow'ng 
sections of the country, ani particularly as 
regards the growing wheat, has been of a 
nature to dominate the entire trade situa- 
tion. From all of the surplus wheat-growing 
States there comes but one reper’. that of a 
large acreage, extremely good weatner 2nd 
crop conditions already ioreshidowing an un- 
precedented production cf the khirg cf 
cereals. With the stealy and favorable prog- 
ress making toward a large wheat yield hes 
come the final elimination of the Mav wheat 
deal and a considerable quicting cown of 
speculative fever and prices. ‘The close of 
the week witnesses an immense shrinkage 
in the price paid for cash wh2at, as com- 
pared with a short time ago, pirtly the 1e- 
sult, of course, of former higher prices, in- 
ducing a freer movement of reserve wheat 
stocks into sight, not only at home, but 
abroad. That the ultimate effect of declines 
has been beneficial rather than otherwise, 
however, is evidenced by the increased in- 
auiry of exporters for wheat and corn, and 
the total movement for the week is a 
record-breaking one for this period of the 
year. Accompanying the decline in wheat. 
however, is a sympathetic fall in oats and 
flour, but corn is higher on crop news and 
increased export demand. Reports as to dis- 
tributive trade are encouraging and weak in 
spite of the vague season. A hopeful fea- 
ture is the generally reportéd good trade at 
retail, not only at the West, but also East, 
where unfavorable weather conditions have 
heretofore checked the demand greatly. The 
volume of orders already received for fall 
delivery by wholesalers is, however, of such 
satisfactory proportions as to lead to the im- 
pression that the fall demand, when it act- 
ually materializes, will be the best seen for 
years. Reports from other industries con- 
tinue, on the whole, quite good. The move- 
ment of iron and steel is still of an im- 
mense volume, and the demard for agricul- 
tural implements has never been exceeded. 
The. rather better tone reported in some 
branches of the cotton and wool goods in- 
dustries of late remains unimpaired, print 
cloths having advanced again, while wool re- 
mains firm. Wheat exports for the week re- 
flect a better export inquiry and larger ship- 
ments, aggregating 5,238,.86 bushels, against 
4,309,000 bushels last week, 2,620,000 bushels 
in this week a year ago. and 3,209,000 bush- 
els in 1896. Business failures in the United 
States this week show a sharp falling-off, 
numbering only 178, against 231 last week, 
192 in 1897 and 236 in 1886. Business failures 
in the Dominion of Canada number 21, 
against 18 last week.

REVENUE CUTTER CORWIN OR- 
DERED SOUTH. 


Strong Signs of Oil Discovered Near 
Pncinitas—Country to Be Given 
a Thorough Prospcting—A Half- 
dozen Girls Rowing Clabs Flour- 
ishing—Brevities. 


Q SAN DIEGO, June 3.—[Regular Correspond- 


ence.] Lieut. Meyler, Corps of Engineers, U. 
S.A., received word today from Admiral Mil- 
ler that the revenue-cutter Corwin would be 
sent to patrol San Diego waters during the 
time that submarine mines exist in the har- 
bor. It is expected that the Corwin will ar- 
rive within three days. She has been ready 
for active duty since she was sent to San 
Francisco, and had the war not occurred she 
would now be on the way to Bering Sea for 
seal patrol. The Corwin was here last win- 
ter, and Capt, Herring and his officers and 
men made many friends, who will be glad to 
see them return. 

It was generally believed that the Spreckels 
tug Active, recently purchased by the gov- 
ernment, would be ordered here. The Corwin 
is much better suited for the purpose, how- 
ever, and her assignment is regarded as an 
indication that the department regards San 
Diego in the present difficulty as a place of 
some strategic importante. 

The Corwin, in Bering Sea patrol, was 
armed with several rapid-firing guns of small 
caliber. Since her stay in San Francisco she 
has been equipped with further armament, 
making her perfectly able to handle herself 
and any merchant vessel that may try to 
break the rules governing the navigation of 
these waters. 

.AFFAIRS IN HONDURAS. 

A letter received from a friend in Honduras 
gives a good insight into affairs in that coun- 
try. ‘“‘We are anxiously awaiting news here 
concerning war mat.ers,’’ he writes. “It is 
only through the papers, some twenty days 
old, that we have the satisfaction of know- 
ing anything. 

“The construction party of the Honduras 
Railway has practically ceased work for the 
present; owing to the difficulties of securing 
sea freight through the Caribbean. The sur- 
veying party is, however, continuing its duty, 
and is expected to arrive at Comayagua in 
about sixty days. Once the line reaches this 
point, the tobacco, rice and sugar exports will 
become a factor of no slight importance in 
foreign markets. The Honduras tobacco has 
taken the prize for quality in the Guatemalan 
exposition, and is said to be of the same flavor 
and texture as the Cuban article. The little 
American colony at Santa Cruz, near Lake 
Yojoa, is thriving, and within a year or two 
will demonstrate what can be done in agricul- 
ture in this marvelously fertile country.’’ 

SIGNS OF OIL. 

Peter Lux of Encinitas has discovered strong 
signs of oil in a well on land in the Oliven- 
hain Colony, three miles east of Encinitas. 
He was digging for water, but at a depth of 
seventy-five feet a small flow of oil was en- 
countered, followed by a six-inch vein of coal 
at 150 feét. Still deeper a good-sized flow of 
crude oil was struck—so good that Lux aban- 
doned the idea of getting water, and made ar- 
rangements to sink the well deeper in the hore 
of finding oil. 

For years experts from the East have de- 
clared that somewhere in the Encinitas region 
oll would be found in large quantities, any 
men have prospected for it, but in a halt- 
hearted fashion, and without much capital to 
back them. Now half a dozen men have taken 
the matter up and are determined to give the 
country a thorough prospecting. William 
Bludworth of Del Mar is one of these. He 
has applied to the San Diego City Council for 
a lease to certain lands behind the La Jolla 
Mountains, running toward Del Mar, where 
excellent indications of oll exist. 


SAN DIEGO BRBPVITIES. 


The case against Dan Cavanaugh, the al- 
leged assailant of Mrs. Markham, has nar- 
rowed down to the color of his hair. Mrs. 
Markham’s midnight pursuer had red hair, 
and so had Cavanaugh in days gone by. Now 
his hair is dark brown, and experts in hair 
are trying to discover whether it is a natural 
transformation or whether dye has been used, 
The scales of justice in this case literally 
hang by a hair.

RECRUITING OF VOLUNTEERS. 


ARIZONA’S PROMPT RESPONSE WILL 
HELP HER TO STATEHOOD. 


Eastern Tourists Seeking the Hot 
Climate in Search of Health—Com- 
mencement at the Terri- 
torial University. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) June 1—[Reguar Corre- 
spondence.) Although Gov. McCord has as 
yet failed to receive notice that his offer to 
raise a regiment of infantry volunteers and 
take command in person Mas been accepted 
by the general government, the universal 
opinion is expressed that the favorable noti- 
fication will arrive in due time. The inquiry 
made by Secretary of War Alger to the effect 
that the Governor's intention to head the 
regiment was desired is so pointed and per- 
sonal that it is thought it cannot mean any- 
thing but the desired concession. Although, 
as stated, no word has as yet been received 
from Washington, neither Gov. McCord nor 
any of his friends are at all uneasy on that 
score. They point out the fact that the 
War Department has as yet failed to notify 
any of the Governors of the States as to 
what is desired of them. The need of expe- 
dition in raising troops under the second call 
is not nearly so great as under the first, it 
is generally conceded, and for this reason a 
little more time will be taken in apportion- 
- the volunteers among the various States. 

he work of recruiting volunteers for the 
regiment has already been inaugurated. 
News received from Yuma, Tucson and other 
points indicates that the work is. well un- 
der way. In Phoenix three different persons, 
namely J. W. Crenshaw, J. Roe Young and 
W. J. Cotton, are actively engaged in the 
work of recruiting on their own personal re- 
sponsibility. The National Guard of the Ter- 

tory, which was overlooked, as it were, 
in the first call, will not be forgotten in the 
present instance, but will be given first 
choice. The ten companies composing it will 
be recruited to their full limit. They num- 
ber 500 men, and have been continuously 
drilling ever since there was a probability of 
war. The result is that they are a finely 
disciplined body of men, and could be put 
into the fleld within forty-eight hours, if 
necessary. 


PLEA FOR STATEHOOD. 


The promptitude with which Arizona fur- 
nished her quota under the first call has 
undoubtedly created a very favorable 4m- 
ression in administration circles at Wash- 
ngton. Arizona was the first Western Strate 
or Territory to place her men in the field, 
and more than filled her quota. If the 
coveted regiment is given to the Territory, 
the people here can ge | oint to the fact 
that she has furnished slightly over 8 per 
cent. of her voting population in defense of 
the nation. It is believed that with this 
argument to back her, statehood to Arizona 
cannot long be denied.
